The meeting was held to indorse the fusion 
ticket.

AMERICANS BARRED 


| Great Britain Closes Greenwich’s Doors 


to American Students. 


KEEPING THE PLANS SECRET 


. England Throws a Mystery About Her 


Naval Construction. 


SHE HAD BETTER INVITE STUDENTS 


Americans Might Be Able To Give Her | 


Some Points as She Does in 
Yacht Building. 


_ Washington, October 24.—Lieutenant 
Commander Cowles, the naval attache of 
the United States embassy in London, has 
informed the navy department that the 
Royal School .of Naval Architecture at 
Greenwich will hereafter decline to receive 
any constructors of the United States navy. 
No reason for this action is assigned. Post 
graduate courses for American: construc- 
tors are still open at Glasgow and Paris 
and Corrieil university has recently added 
a similar course to its curriculum, The 
Glasgow school is a private institution and 
several members of the construction corps 
of the United States navy received advance 
training in naval architecture there. At 
the navy department several reasons are 
attached to the action of the Greenwich es- 
tablishment, which is a government affair. 
It igs believed by some that the real cause 
of the deciination to receive any more con- 
structors of our navy is a desire on the 
part of the British government to prevent 
the United States from obtaining plans 
from British ship builders, 

During the past twelve years the United 
States government has sent to the Green- 
wich school graduates of the naval acade- 
my at Annapolis who were given appoint- 
ments as assistant naval constructors, 
These have received valuable training and 
returned to'the United States thoroughly 
equipped for the work of designing war 
ships. 


DIDN’T DISCUSS THE ULTIMATUM 


The Venezuelan Minister and Secreta- 

ry Olney Have a Chat. ) 

Washington, October 24.--The Venezuelan 
minister, Mr. Andrade, had a brief inter- 
view this morning with Secretary Olney, 
but the matter of the ultimatum, it is 
learned, was only incidentally referred to. 
It is believed that the so-called ultimatum 
Was sent to the German foreign office at 
Berlin to be forwarded to their representa- 
tive at Caracas, by whom it will be deliver- 
ed to President Crespo. Some doubt is ex- 
pressed if it has yet left Berlin, in which 
event it may not reach the Venezuelan 
government for several months. 

There are quiet intimations here that at 
least one of the great European powers 
wiose friendliness toward the United 
States has frequently been manifested, is 
interesting itself in this dispute with Great 
Britain, although to what extent is no: 
known. 

Notwithstanding the dearth of news dur- 
ing the past few days regarding the ultima- 
tum, each new phase of the situation is 
eagerly discussed by the coe.” ors of the 
diplomatic corps, who believe that if Great 
Britain shall resort to drastic measures, 
grave consequences, affecting a number of 
countries not directly connected with the 
affair, will follow. 

Stead on the Situation. 

London, October 24.—Mr. Whiliam  T., 
Stead, formerly editor of The Pall Mall 
Gazette, pulgishes an article in The West- 
minster Gazette, in which he says that 
England ought not to belittle the signiii- 
cance of the outburst of American senti- 
ment over the Venezuelan question. Tne 
Americans, he says, have built up a navy 
which they have some reason to be proud 
of and the Monroe dcctrine is now one of 
national faith. 

“When the twentieth century dawns 
upon us,” he cortinues, ‘‘we will have to 
recognize the United States as.a naval 
power of the first class. Nevertheless the 
case is so strong that we need not fear tu 
refer the question to any honest arbitra. 
tor, but first reparation must be made for 
violation of cur territory.’’ 


INSURGENTS BURN A TOWN. 


Soldiers Fire Upon Them as They 
Were Leaving. 

Madrid, October 24.—A special from Ha- 
vana to the Imparcial says that a band of 
insurgents under Clotilde Garcia set fire 
to the railway station at Hatonuevo. The 
station and twenty-seven ether buildings, 
including a church, were destroyed. A 
dozen soldiers who were posted near the 
station fired upon the rebels, wounding one 
of them. The remainder escaped. A lady 
residing in the town was shot dead and 
two men were wounded, whether by the 
soldiers or insurgents is not known. 


MRS. YZNAGA’S DIVORCE. 


One Granted Her in South Dakota—No 
Contest by Defendant. 

Yankton, 8S. -D., October 24.—Mabel Yzna- 
ga was today graited a decree of divorce 
from Ferdinand A. Yznaga, of New York. 
The complaint alleged desertion of 
the plaintiff by the defendant of Febru- 
ary 5, 1894, and asked for reasonable ,ali- 
mony and expenses of suit. The defendant 
made no contest, but appeared by attorney 
so as to render the decree as valid to him 
as to plaintiff. All the evidence in the case 
was in the form of depositions from New 
York in coroboration of Mrs. Yznaga’s 
complaint. There is nothing in the decree 
relative to property rights, it being under- 
stood that this matter has been arranged 
between the parties to their mutual satis- 
faction. Mrs. Yznaga has been a resident 
of Yankton for six months and will remain 
here for the present. The decree was grant- 
ed in Aurora county, South Dakota. The 
parties are both prominent in New York so- 


ciety.

CHURCH WORK IN THE SOUTH. 


Reports .Presented to the American 
Missionary Association. 

Detroit, Mich., October 24.—The American 
Missionary Association has selected Boston 
as the place for holding the jubilee annual 
meeting next year. 

The report on the church work of the 
association in the south Was presented by 
Henry Martin Lad.l, D.D., of Cleveland. He 
reported that in the one state of North 
Carolina alone their asscciation has sinve 
last year organized more churches than ft 
had organized all through the scuth during 
the same p2iiod fer ten years. The first 
mountain church to assume self-support is 
the one at Whittier, N. C. 

The most surprising feature of the work 
at the south has been the apparently spon- 
taneous generation of Congregaticnal 
churches among a people and under condi- 
tions where such a development would be 
least expected. Science may know noth- 
ing of spontaneous generation as a fact, but 
Congregationalism does. ' 

The “free churches’ cf Georgia and the 
Carolinas, like the free pilgrim churches of 
the north, have attained their freedom 
solely by the truth. They have sought out 
no “ism” oft policy, but revolting against 
ecclesiastical oppression and an unworthy 
ministry they have declared for simple 
principles and have awakened to the fact 
that they helong to the Congregational 
Sisterhood. The new movement in Georgia 
is more interesting as I!lustrating how 
Congregationalism sprmgs mto being, not 
only in New England, but among negroes 
of the “black belt.” There was a gain of 
1,425 new members in these churches dur- 
ing the past year. There has been remark- 
able progress of church work among the 
mountain whites, or “‘American highlan- 
ders,”’ resulting in eight new churches and 
a rapidly increasing membership. A ‘gain 
in membership of over 50 per cent in three 
years out of a population which remains 
practically stationary, unaffected by boom- 
ing towns and crowding settlers, is probably 
unparalleled in any section of cur country. 

Some of the incidents of the last year 
are the first mountain chufch coming to 
self-support, the ordination of the first Chi- 
naman as a Congregational minister, the 
spontaneous development of the Congrega- 
tional idea in the “black belt’’ and the 
largest accession of churches and new 
members in many years. 

Rev. G. Rowe, pastor of Plymouth 
church, Charleston, 8S. ©., said that the 
work of the American Missionar¥ Associa- 
tion, in the organization of church work 
among the negroes, began nearly thirty 
years ago. ‘‘We now have 169 churches. The 
majority of them are still weak and una- 
ble to carry their financial burdens without 
outside help. Now and then a missionary 
becomes self-supporting, as in the case 
of the Savannah First church, the Atlanta 
First church, and Plymouth church, 
Charleston, 8S. C.,’’ which Mr. Rowe has 
served about ten years. 

“The newspapers of the day would give 
us the idea that the life of the negro race 
is inseparably connected with lawlessness 
and crime. While enumerating the faults of 
the worst class, they overlook the quiet 
but rapid development in religious, intel- 
lectual and industrial life that is going on. 
They overlook the life of steady upright- 
eousness lived by so many members of the 
race and select the vicious, lazy, ignorant 
and worthless classes as representatives of 
a people who are rising ana developing 
every department of life and effort. The 
chureh and school work of the American 
Missionary Association has wrought might- 
ily in the Southland in character and in- 
tellect building. The ,Methodist church, 
in all its branches, has béen-at work doing 
valiant service.”’

Unless Fitz’s Forfeit Money Is Put Up 
Corbett Will Leave Today. 

Spring Lake, Ark., October 24.—Corbett’s 
party have commenced to pack up. Cor- 
bett is doing no training and unless au- 
thorized word is received by noon that 
Fitzsimmons’s forfeit money is up, Corbett 
and party will leave for New York on the 
Iron Mountain express tomorrow after- 
noon. 

Governor Clark Is Happy. 

Little Rock, ark., October 24.—Governor 
Clark says he feels greatly relieved over 
the news from Hot Springs today to the 
effect that Corbett wil depart for St.

ily of Johnson City, were married yester- 
day. This afternoon us they were driving 
to the station, expecting to start on their 
bridal trip to Washington, the team at- 
tached to the vehicl’ be-ame frighi.ened and 
ran away. Mrs. Massengill, the bride of 
the day, was thrown heavily to the ground 
and received a fracture of the skull. She 
was unconscious at last accounts, but phy- 
sicilans believe the wound will not prove 
fatal. Miss Henry, of Paris, Tenn., who 
Was an occupant of the carriage, had an 
arm broken.

HONOLULU AFFAIRS 


The Cholera Epidemic Is Now Practically 
at an End. 


GOVERNMENT EXPENSES HIGH 


Japanese Are Excited Over the Arrival 
of a Caujser. 


A WIGH CHIEF THREATENS © TROUBLE 


He Defies the Court and Claims a 
Small Island—Coin Is Get- 
ting Scarce. 


Honolulu, October 17, via San Fran- 
cisco, October 24.—It is twenty-nine 
days since the cholera epidemic. end- 
ed and fifteen days since the last one of 
the three later scattering cases. Nearly 
every restriction caused by the pestilence 
has been removed by the board of health. 
A few slight precautions are still continued 
for a few days longer. Bathing and fish- 
ing in the harbor and in the Nuuanu 
stream are still prohibited, some doubt 
being felt about germs lingering there. 
While the seamen of the coasters are 
again allowed the freedom of the shore 
in Honolulu they are not to go inland 
at the other ports, in def2rence to the 
fears of the residents there. Second-class 
passengers have their clothing fumigated, 
there being a possibility of infection in 
native clothing. . 

Scholars are now free to attend the 


schools. 

The council has appropriated $25,000 more 
for expenses of the pestilence, making 
$60,000 in all. This will cover the cost 
of a fumigating plant yet to arrive. This, 
with the cost of insurrection, makes near- 
ly $200,000 extra expense this year and 
somewhat cramps the public finances. 

fienrv Smith, clerk of the supreme 
court, has been commissioned from Vic- 
toria, B. C., to take testimony in the 
famous case of Cranston and Muller, two 
men deported last Februrary from Hono- 
lulu and Victoria. The suit is against the 
steamship Warromo, but the Hawaiian gov 
ernment is the responsible defendant. 
They claim $50,000 damages apiece. 

The United States cruiser Bennington lies 
near the Olympia.

Much texcitement vrevaills among the 
Japanese of Honolulu about the expected 
arrival of a Japanese cruiser briozing 
a new consul-general.

Defies the Court. 

Apia, Samoa, October 19.—There is likely 
to be some trouble with a high chief in 
the island of Nanuna. A half caste Ger- 
man subject named Laban inherited from 
his father, lately deceased, the whole of 
this small island, on which the latter had 
effected numerous improvements during his 
thirty odd years of occupancy, but to which 
he had not secured a good title. The su- 
preme court, on investigation, awarded the 
land to Laban on the payment of a cer- 
tain sum to the natives, 

The court title issued to Laban, Jr., 
but the high chief claiming the island de- 
fies the court and threatens the life of La- 
ban if he should venture to return to Na- 
nuna. 

There is a great scarcity of coin here and 
it is apprehended that before long the peo- 
ple will be compelled to resort to paper. 


A MARSHAL KILLED 


By a Farmer on Whom He Was Serv- 
ing a Peace Warrant. 

Findlay, O., October 24.—A special from 
Tiffin, O., to The Republican states that 
Marshal Schultz, of that city, was shot and 
instantly killed by Lee Martin, a farmer 
Schultz, 
in company with Policeman Pat Sweeney, 
called at Martin’s house at 9 o’clock last 
night with a peace warrant sworn out 
against Martin by a neighbor. Martin di- 
vined the purpose of their visit and as 
Schultz attempted to arrest him he pulled 
out a revolver and shot the marshal 
through the head, killing him instantly. 
Policeman Sweeney immediately grappled 
with the murderer and succeeded in wrest- 
ing the revolver from him and placed haid- 
cuffs upon his wrists. 

Sweeney then placed his brother officer's 
corpse in a buggy and with Martin in cus- 
tody drove back to Tiffin and lodged the 
murderer in the county jail. The murdered 
man was very popular and the citizens of 
TiffiN are much incensed at his wanton 
murder. There were threats of lynching 
and a large crowd assembled about the 
jail. At midnight, however, the crowd had 
diSpersed and comparative quiet reigned. 


TWO BROTHERS KILLED. 


Row Between Deputy Marshals in In- 
dian Territory. 

Wagoner, I. T., October 24.—Seek and 
Dick Crittenden, brothers, who were United 
States deputy marshals and Indian police, 
were shot and killed in the main street of 
Wagoner this evening by Ed Reed, also a 
deputy marshal. Reed became involved 
in a drunken quarrel with Seek and shot 
him twice. Seek tired two shots at Reed 
as he fell. In a few minutes the dead 
man’s brother appeared on the scene, shoot- 
ing his revolver and daring Reed to come 
out and fight. Reed quickly stepped into 
the street and both men opened fire. Reed’s 
second shot with his winchester took ef- 
fect in Critteniden’s side near the heart. 
He died in a few minutes. Reed escaped 
arrest. 


BOTH ARE DEAD. 


Negro Shoots 2 Marshal—The Officer 
Then Kills Him. 
Montgomery, Ala., October 24.—A special 
to The Advertiser from Brantley, Ala., 
says that Town Marshal Tisdale arrested 
a negro, named George Washington, last 
night for disorderly conduct. While on 
the way to prison the negro shot the mar- 
shal through the bowels, inflicting a fatal 
wound. In return the marshal shot the 
negro three times, killing him instantly. 
Marshal Tisdale died today.

An Alabamian Is Twice Desperately 
Wounded by a Robber. 


Seale, Ala., October 24.—(Special.)—R. T. 
Renfro lives four miles south of Seale on the 
road from Seale to Pittsboro. He Keeps a 
small store. While out picking cotton in 
a field near his store he was fired upon 
today by some one in ambush. The would- 
be assassin, leaving Renfro presumably 
dead, robbed the store and set fire to it. 
Renfro in the meantime having regained 
consciousness had started to his store. He 
was met by the robber and shot again. 
Renfro though still alive is desperately 
wounded, and says he did not recognize 
his assailant. There is no clew to the 
perpetrator. 


HURT IN A COLLISION. 


Two Trains Crash Together—Nearly 
Thirty Persons Injured. 

Hyde Park, October 24.—A tail-end col- 
lision by which two persens were fatally 
hurt, three or four seriously injured and 
some twenty others more or less bruised, 
occurred directly in front of the Hyde 
Park station, of the Providence division 
of the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad about 6:30 p. m. today. 
The passenger train which leaves Sharon 
for Boston at 5:18 was a trifle late and was 
standing at the Hyde Park station dis- 
charging passengers, being directly on the 
time of the passenger train which left 
Providence for Boston at 4:15. The latter 
train came steaming down the line and 
crashed into the stationary train. The 
engine of the Providence train was forced 
through nearly half the length of the 
rear, Which was filled with passengers 
and practically all the injured were occu- 
pants of that car. 

After the accident all the physicians in 
town were summoned as quickly as pos- 
sible and the depot was temporarily con- 
verted into a hospital and everything 
done tto relieve the sufferings of the 
injured. Two persons, one a brakeman on 
the Sharon, the other, also a trainman, 
were found to be fatally hurt. Their 
names are not yet known. The passengers 
were mostly men and their injuries for 
the most part were in the nature of 
bruises. A recent change in time is said 
to have had something to do with the ac- 
cident. 


WRECK ON THE PENNSYLVANIA. 


Two Persons Killed and Nine Injured. 
A Broken Axle Caused the Accident. 
Harrisburg, Pa., October 24.—A wreck oc- 

curred on the Pennsylvania railroad, near 
Newport, this morning, in which two per- 
sons were killed and several badly injured 
The wreck was caused by a broken axle 
on an eastbound freight train, which threw 
several cars in front of a westbound mail 
train. There is a high embankment at this 
point and the locomotive and several postal 
cars were thrown into the canal. They 
caught fire and it is said a large amount of 
mail matter was destroyed. Daniel Wolfkill 
and J. W. Haines, of Altvona, engineer and 
fireman of the mail train, went over with 
the locomotive and were killed Nine per- 
sons were injured, mostly postal clerks. 


Collided with a Switch. 

DesMoines, Iowa, October 24.—The Rock 
Island train from the north collided with a 
switch engine in the yards at Valley Junc- 
tion five miles from here early this even- 
ing. One life was lost and four persons 
seriously injured. The train was a few 
minutes ahead of time as it entered the 
yard. The engines were wrecked, but the 
cars were not badly damaged. 

Mrs. Mary Hillhouse, aged seventy, of 
Burlington, was seated on the front seat 
of the third car. She was thrown against 
the front of the car and her head crushed, 
killing her instantly. She was a member 
of a prominent family at Burlington. 

The injured are: 

Mrs. E. A. Fritts, of Genessee, Ill, back 
injured, taken to the hospital and may die, 
and three trainmen not seriously. 

The Rails Spread. 

Kansas City, Mo., October 24.—The Den- 
ver-St. Louis fast express on the Burling- 
ton was wrecked at Waldron, Mo., at-7:30 
o’clock this evening, and ten persons were 
hurt, two of them seriously. The train 
was late and was running fully sixty miles 
per hour and when it reached Waldron, 
in passing a swi.ch the rails spread and 
mail, baggage, one cdXair car and smoker 
were wrecked. That no one was killed 
outright is a miracle. The injured were 
brought to this city at midnight. 

_ Fast Mail Wrecked. 

St. Louis, Mo., October 24.—The fast mal) 
passenger train on the Vandalia, due here 
at 1:30 o’clock a. m., was wrecked east of 
Indianapolis tonight. The cars are burn- 
ing. No further particulars are obtainable 
at present.

Cleveland, O., October 24.—A special to 
The Press from Gibsonburg, O., says:

DROPS THEM OVER 


The Sultan Has a Great Head for 
Suppressing Sedition. 


HE DROWNS THE LEADERS 


They Are Carried Out Where the Cur- 


rent Is Strongest and Dumped. 


THIS HAS A VERY DEPRESSING EFFECT 


Signs of Revolt Among His Subjects 
Are Disappearing—Reformers Are 
Getting Sick of Agitation. 


London, October 24—The Standard will 
tomorrow publish a dispatch from Con- 
stantinople confirming the reports of the 
summary disposal of many of the young 
Turkish party who were arrested on the 
charge of seditious practices. After trial 
they were conveyed at night to the beach 
and thence to a warship. The boats of 
this warship then took the prisoners to 
the place in the Bosphorous where the 
current runs the strongest and they were 
then dropped overboard. The dispatch also 
confirms the report that the severe meas- 
ures taken by the porte has broken the 
spirit of the revolutionists. Hassan Pasha, 
the minister of marine, is under suspicion 
and he-is kept under close surveillance at 
his_residence at Ortakeni. 

Most Brutal Massacres. 

The Chronicle's Constantinople corre- 
spondent telegraphs that more arrests 
have been made of members of the young 
Turkish ,party. He adds that the most 
brutal measures are being adopted for the 
suppression of the revolutionary move- 
ment. The government officials state that 
the Moslem lawyer, Izzet, who was’ ar- 
rested on the charge of being the author of 
an incendiary placard that was recently 
posted about the city, and who was said 
to heve died in prison, is still alive. 


SPEECH OF A SOCIALIST. 


He Holds the Government Responsi- 
ble for a Strike. 

Paris, October 24.—In the chamber of 
deputies today M. Jaurez, radical social- 
ist member for, Tarn, delivered a remark- 
ably fine speech upon the subject of the 
recent strike of the glass workers at Car- 
maux, situated in Jaurez’s district, where 
that the deputy was accused of being the 
chief organizer. A majority of the cham- 
ber remained impassive during the deliv- 
ery of M. Jaurez’s address, but he was 
often interrupted by adherents of the 
ministry who took exceptions to his re- 
marks. M. Jaurez declared that the ap- 
parent active support given to the man- 
agement of thea Carmaux glass works 
had incited the strike and expressed his 
belief that the government had encour- 
aged the action of M. Resseguier, the 
manager of the works, in opposing the 
demand of the employes in order to ruin 
the workingmen and thus crush social- 
ism. In the course of the ensuing debate 
a violent altercation arose between M. 
Jaurez and M. Dupuy, formerly prime min- 
ister, in regard to certain action taken 
by the latter during the first stages of 
-1¢@ strike. 


RUSSIA’S LATEST MOVE. 


A Treaty with China Which Gives the 

Cvar’s Country Great Advantages. 

London, October 24.—The Times tomorrow 
will publish a dispatch from its Honkong 
correspondent, who says that he learns 
from thoroughly trustworthy authority that 
a treaty was recently concluded by China 
and Russia by the provisions of which Rur- 
sia obtains the right of anchorage for her 
fleet at Port Arthur, the right to construct 
and work under Russian management the 
Nertchinsk and Tsitshiar, Vladisvostok and 
Tsitshiar anr Port Arthur railways, and 
other commercial advantages to which the 
‘‘most favored nation’’ clause in other 
treaties is not applicable. China, however, 
reserves the right to purchase the railways 
after twenty years at a price to be settled 
upon hereafter. 

The Times remarks editorially upon the 
character of the dispatch and says it ex- 
pects an official denial will be made, but 
hints that such a denial may be ignored. 
Russia, it adds, cannot possibly imagine 
that the other great powers wiil view with 
‘ndifference an enterprise which would con- 
Stitute the destruction of the existing bal- 
ance of power and which is almost unpar- 
alleied in its audacity. Russia is well aware 
that the magnitude of the changes in the 
movements now reported are such that she 
could not carry them out unless she had 
definitely resolved to abandon the pacific 
policy of the last reign and plunge into 
vast and dangerous activities. 
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ON COREA’S COAST. 


Russian Fleet Sent There On Account 
of the Disturbed Corean Affairs. 

London, October 24.—The Globe today 
prints a dispatch from Shanghai saying 
that in consequence of the disturbed condi- 
tion of Corea the Russian government has 
dispatched from Vladivostok a squadron 
of fifteen vessels for Fusan and Chemulpo, 
two of the most important seaports of 
Corea, on the east and west coasts, re- 
spectively, Chemulpo being a port of Seoul. 
The dispatch also states that the Japanese 
fleet which has been stationed at the ‘sland 
of Formosa has been réCalled and has pro- 
ceeded to the northward. It is stated 
the Japanese government has replied to 
2ussia’s demand for the vacuation by Ja- 
pan of Corea, protesting against the undue 
dictation by Russia in Corean affairs. It 
is regarded as certain, the dispatch adds, 
that Russia will occupy permanency the 
port of Fusan. 

Celebrated Its Centennial. 

Paris, October 24.—There was an iimpres- 
sive celebration tcday in the amphitheter 
of the Sorbonne on the centenary of the 
Institute of Frances. President Faure drove 
in state to the Sorbonne, where he was 
welcomed by the members of the institutc. 
The president was loudly cheered vy the 
crowds along the route from the palace 
of the Elysee to the Sorbonne. 


Hurricane in Russia. 

Warsaw, October 24.—The city of Lublin, 
capital of the government of that name in 
Russian Poland, was visited by a hurri- 
cane today which resulted in loss of life 
and great damage to property.

A FREE TRADE CONVENTION 


Protection Was Ridiculed and the Tar- 
iff Was ——— Nearly 
Seventy Years Ago. 


From The New York Advertiser. 

Our political readers need not be alarmed 
by this title. It refers to no convention 
destined to endanger the Wilson act. We 
have to bring forward the history of the 
interesting and important convention of 
September, 1831, which has unfortunately 
been forgotten by some of the leaders of 
opinion in our own time. It is not so much 
as mentioned, however, in Colonel Lenton’s 
“Thirty Years,’ in Bryant and Gay, or in 
the “Critical History.” 

It represe yted the antagonism to the tar- 
iff of 1828, as felt by the planters of South 
Carolina and by the merchants in the for- 
eign trade of New York. It was ridiculed, 
with futile and ignorant misrepresentation, 
by the newspapers which represented the 
American system in Philadelphia »ni Bal- 
timore. Pennsylvania was the stronghold cf 
the protective system. 

3ut the ridicule was misplaced. When 
the convention met 202 delegates represent- 
ed themselves—a very large number for 
those anie-railway days. Fifty-one were 
from Virginia, forty from South Carolina~— 
all but two or three from Charleston— 
twenty-three were from New York city, 
eighteen were from Massachusetts—most of 
whom were from boston—sixteen from 
North Carolina, fifteen from Philadelphia, 
and these were the only delegates from 
Perrsylvania. The other delegates were 
from Alabama, New Jersey, Georgia, 
Maine, Cofnecticut, Maryland, Tennessee, 
IKihode Island and Mississippi. 

The Massachusetts delegation consisted of 
the following gentlemen: Henry Lee, Sam- 
uel Swett, John L.- Gardner, Henry Wil- 
iams, .Edward Croft, William Goddard, 
Ebenezer Breed and William Foster, of 
Boston; T. S. Pomeroy, Horatio Byington 
and Theodore Sedgwick, of Stockbridge; 
George Peabody, Pickering Dodge, Joseph 
Ropes, Thomas P. Bancroft, Gideon Tuck- 
er, John W. Rogers and Isaac Newhall, of 
Salem. Massachusetts men will observe 
that among these names are those of some 
merchants of distinction and public men 
of influence.

interest of the champion of unbelief. 

The Salvation army and the Methodists 
have tried their best converting ideas on 
Colcnel Ingersoll.

SURRENDERS ADTAR 15 YEARS. 
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A Man Who Had Stemmenvel Com- 
pletely Says He Wants a Trial.

HELD TO THE LOG LINE. 


Captain Gaskill Tells of the Burning 
of the St. Augustine. 

Boston, October 24.—Captain John H. 
Gaskill, wife- and seventeen men, compris- 
ing the crew of the steamer City of St. 
Augustine, burned at sea, were landed 
this morning by the City of Macon, Cap- 
tain Lewis, from Savannah, The captain 
says: “The City of St. Augustine sailed 
on her regular trip from New York for 
Florida at midnight Saturday night. Noth- 
ing unusual transpired until 11:20 o’clock 
Monday night, when the men at work in the 
fire room discovered dense smoke emanat- 
ing from the coal bunkers, fireroom and 
engine room. Uuon investigation it was 
found that the cargo in the main hold 
was on fire. An attempt was made tn ex- 
tinguish the fire and in three-quarters of 
an hour the flames were held at bay, but 
suddenly the steam in the boiler gave out 
and the fire began to make rapid head- 
way. Seeing that it was impossible to 
save the steamer, steps weve taken to 
abandon her, port and storboard lifeboats 
were got ready, and the crew, after assist- 
ing the captain’s wife to a place in the 
stern of one of the boats, left the burning 
ship and ‘dropped astern where they caught 
the log line and by this means remained 
in position about eighty fathoms from the 
burning steamer. After remaining about 
three-quarters of an hour in the boats 
the City of Macon, attracted by the burn- 
ing vessel, hove to near-by and we 
then cut loose from the log line and rowed 
to her, and were taken aboard.”

FREE SCHOOLS FOR WARE. 


‘A Bill To Be Introduced in the Next 
Legislature. 

Waycross, Ga., Uctober 21.—(Special.)— 
A bill will be introduced in the next Geor- 
git legislature to be entitled ‘‘an act for 
a four .months’ term of free school for 
the county of Ware, to be supported by 
local taxation, together with the common 
school fund for the county.’’ The act pro- 
vides for an additional tax of one-fourth 
of one per cent to be assessed by the 
ordinary and board of county commission- 
ers and paid to the county school commis- 
sioner by the collecting officers. The tax 
receiver of Ware county shall be required 
to prepare a separate digest of all the 
taxable property outside of the city of 
Waycross for the use of the assessors. The 
county school commissioner shall be re- 
quired to pay the tax receiver a reasona- 
able sum for making an extra digest, to 
give a bond for double the amount of 
school funds, ta make contracts with 
teachers and pay their salaries, and he 
shall be allowed the same fees that are 
now allowed the county treasurer for like 
services. The act shall require the school 
commissioner to furnish all necessary text- 
books for the use of children whose parents 
are unable to buy books for their children. 
An election will be held in all the precincts 
of the.county, outside of Waycross and a 
two-thirds vote will be necessary in favor 
of the bill for it to become effective.

SEVERAL SPEECHES MADE

Colonel Robertson, President Collier 
and A. M. Goodale Spoke—An- 
other Meeting for Today. 


The first meeting of the first annual con- 
vention of the Georgia Association of 
Manufacturers was called to order yester- 
day afternoon at 2 o’clock by Colonel J. 
W. Robertson, of Habersham county, act- 
ing for the president. 

The attendance was not quite so large 
as was expected, but a great many of the 
firms in the association had representation. 
The exercises yesterday were, for the most 
part, regarding the turning over of the 
Georgia manufacturers’ building and exhib- 
it to the exposition company. 

The building was delivered to the expo- 
sition company by Hon. J. W. Robertson 
and was received by President Collier. An- 
other feature cf the programme was a 
short talk by Mr. A. M. Goodale, who is 
the president of the New England Cotton 


Manufacturers’ Association. 

There is not a more representative body 
of business men and sturdy Georgians than 
the Georgia Manufacturers’ Association 
presented yesterday afternoon. Many of 
the members are men of prominence 
throughout the state and are well known 


in the south, 

They have worked hard for the success 
of the essociation, which was formed only 
five months ago, and have labored to make 
the exhibits in the Georgia manufacturers’ 
building a suecess. ‘they have ient much 
erergy toward making both the association 
and the building a success and have not 
hesitated to spend money when it was 


needed. 

The wonderful progress that has been 
made in Georgia by manufa:?turerge since 
the war is plainly shown in the exhibits 
and that a Georgia manufacturer should 
be able to turn out such splendid machin-

The meeting was called to order by Colv- 
nel J. W. Robertson, of Habersham coun- 
ty. He is the ftirst vice president of the 
Georgia Manufacturers’ Association, but 
was feurced to act in the place of Presi- 
dent J. F. Hanson, of Macon, who was 
detained unavoidably in New York. 

The other officers of the association are 
J. D. Turner, of Atlanta, second vice pres- 
ident; George R. Lombard, Jr., of Augusta, 
third vice president; John M. Green, treas- 
urer, of Atlanta; and T. H. Martin, of 
“Dixie,” secretary. 

Colonel Robertson said: that he regretted 
that Major Hanson could not be present 
and that it was unexpected on his part 
that he was to speak. He handled the sub- 
ject of tariff in a lively fashion and gave 
some gesplendid figures. 

Among other things, in turning the build- 
ing over to the exposition company, he 
said: 

‘Gentlemen of the Association of Georgia 
Manufacturers: Much to my surprise I 
learned on my arrivalin Atlanta this morn- 
ing that Major Hanson, our president, was 
detained by business in New York and 
cannot be with us on this occasion, so 1 
am before you as his proxy. 

“I think, gentlemen, that we have cause 
for self-congratulation on the results of 
the first and only meeting that this asso- 
ciation has ever before held. On the ith 
of May last we met and organized, on th 
8th we determined to do something an 
appointed a committee to do it, and the 
result of that determination is seen in a 
large exposition building of creditable ap- 
pearance—filled with exhibits of articles 
manufactured in Georgia. To those of us 
who can look back and recall from experi- 
ence the condition of Georgia and her peo- 
ple from 1865 to 1870, the exhibit made by 
this association is a revelation. The mam- 
moth development of manufacturing enter- 
— in Georgia has not been reached but 

y much effort. The development has had 
to contend with a want of adequate capi- 
tal, transportation discriminations and m- 
herited ideas as tq 2 national commercial 
policy. I am glad to say that experience 
is convincing the producer that a home 
market for his products is better than a 
distant or foreign market, and that manu- 
facturing enterprises gives him home con- 
sumers.’”’ 

Mr. Robertson then went on to show that 
{it was bad trading for a people to 
send out of their country the necessities 
of life which should bring money and 
swap them for food prceducts, luxuries or 
manufactured articlés that could be pro- 
duced or manufactured at home. He sub- 
mitted figures to show that during the fis- 
cal year ending June 3, 18%, that the peo- 
ple of this country, though suffering from 
depression in business and unprecedented 
low prices of staple products, had pur- 
sued this pelicy, which he thought unwise 
and detrimental to our prosperity. Colonel 
Robertson then formerly turned over to 
Mr. Collier, president of the exposition 
company, the Georgia manufacturers bunid- 
ing and »xhibits. 


Mr. A. M. Goodale Speaks. 

When Colonel Robertson concluded, 
Fresident Collier arose and said that as 
the manufacturers had with them Mr. A. 
M. Goodale, the president of the New Eng- 
Jland Cotton Manufacturers Association, 
who bad a pressing engagement, he ask- 
ed that Mr. Goodale be permitted to fol- 
low Colonel Robertson on the programme. 


This being consented to, President Col- 


sent to the Georgia Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation the greetings of the New England 
Cotton Manufacturers’ Association. He 
said that he had arrived in the city only 
the night before and had as yet not had 
the opportunity he could wish for to see 
the exposition. He spoke of having seen 
the cannon that Oglethorpe used in his 
triumphs of the enemies of civilization. 
and that he was as much surprised to see 
the splendid exhibit of southern manu- 
factured cotton as were the enemies of 
Oglethorpe’s men to ‘see and hear the 
cannon. 

‘In Charlotte,” said he, “I was pointed 
out a gold mine. It had been abandoned 
and the gentleman with me told me that 
there had been more money sunk in it 
than had been taken out. A little further 
on I was pointed out a handsome cotton 
mill with many spindles running. “There,’ 
said he, ‘is the gold mine of the south.’ 
And that is what I believe. 

President Goodale told of the good 
work that had been done by the New 
England association for its members. 
He said that it*+had been begun in 1865 
and that much of value had been the re- 
sult of the investigations carried on un- 
der the auspices of the assuciation, ¢s- 
pecially the tests in oils. He commended 
the Georgia Manufacturers’ Association 
to all Georgia manufacturers. 

Received the Building. 

President Collier spoke next. He was in 
his happiest vein. He spoke of the great 
prosperity that had been the share of 
the south despite the burdens that the 
people had worked under. 

Among other things he sald: 

“I congratulate you on the snlendid 
showing that you have made in Jess than 
a year of existence as an association. 

“In looking through the exhibits in the 
Georgia manufacturers’ building I see more 
in them as a cause for congratulation 
for Georgia’s progress than in all else 
in the exposition. I believe that if. the 
peeple of the south have had much to 
contend against that their victory will 
but be greater. I am confident that we 
are going to get there with the best. 
If New England has made progress under 
the varying tariff laws, so much the rore 
will we. The peopleof the south can live 
and prosper under any circumstances and 
under any conditions that other people 
can.’’ 

President Collier closed by thanking the 
manufacturers for their building and ex- 
hibit and declared that the exposition, the 
state and the south were proud of the mag- 
nificent exhibit which so well demonstrated 
the progress made by manufacturers in 
Georgia. 

Secretary Martin’s Report. 

The report of Secretary Martin was call- 
ed for. He told how the Georgia Manu- 
facturers’ Association had been organized 
on May 7th, of this year. He then outlin- 
ed how it had been determined to have a 
building at the exposition and to have a 
number of creditable exhibits. He also re- 
ported the building of the Georgia manu- 
facturers’ building at the exposition and 
stated that it had been necessary for the 
committee to pledge themselves in order to 
make a creditable one. He explained that 
it had ben calculated that it would be nec- 
essary to sell the space at 50 cents a square 
foot to pay for the building, the floor space 
being calculated at 14,000 feet. It appeared, 
however, that there had been a miscalcu- 
lation, as there had been no notice taken 
of aisle space. This cut the floor space 
uown and made the amount fall short. 

This shortage, according to the report, 
was made up by the committee, at the head 
of which was John M. Green, the well 
known guano manufacturer. The cost of 
the building was $9,500, or $1,544 in excess of 
the floor space receipts. 

That Plucky Committee. 

Mr. John M. Green, who is treasurer of 
the association, read his report and was 
called on for a talk regarding the building 
and the cost of it. 

He said that the manufacturers had put 
it into the hands of the committee to put 
up a building, one that would be a credit 
to the Georgia manufacturers. To do this 
required additional money, and the commit- 
tee members had indorsed a noite for $1,500. 
This note the members of the committee 
were pledged to pay and would pay unless 
the association ratified the action of the 
committee anl assumed the responsibility 
of it. 

The matter of disposing of this note was 
thoroughly discussed. Short talks com- 
mending the committee were made by Mr. 
A. 8S. Seals, Mr. I. S. Boyd, I. N. Hanson, 
H. M. Beutell, Mr. A. A. DeLoach and 
others. 

On motion of Mr. A. 8S. Seals a committee 
of three was appointed-as follows by Colo- 
nel Robertson: I. S. Boyd, H. M. Beutell, I. 
N. Hanson. This committee met last night 
and report at today’s meeting. 

Today’s Session. 

There will be an interesting meeting of 
the manufacturers today. The meeting ad- 
journed yesterday afternoon until 2 o’clock 
this afternoon and are booked to meet in 
the auditorium. 

There seems to be some misunderstanding 


regarding the meeting that is to occur at 
2 o’clock at the auditorium, as the National 
educational congress is down for a meeting 
there at that hour. 

Dr. I. S. Hopkins will address the manu- 
facturers today on the subject of ‘‘How the 
Association Can Benefit Technical Edu- 
cation.”’

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ALL BUT THE HORSES ARRESTED. 


Officers Make a Swoop on Morris Park 
Sports. 

New York, Octcber 24.—If the police could 
have transported the horses that ran at 
Morris Park race track this afternoon 
to Essex Market court nothing would have 
been needed to hold a second edition of 
the races. There were judges, bookmak- 
ers, speculators and clerks of the course 
there, but all wore an air of deep gloom, 
for they had been arrested at the conclu- 
sion of the seventh race by Acting In- 
spector McCullagh and central office de- 
tectives on a charge of violating the gam- 
bling laws. 


Lehman went to the Essex Market court 
this morning accompanied by George T. 
Henley, of Brcoklyn, and on behalf of 
the people cf the state of New York swore 
out warrants for the arrest of Samuel B. 
Lawrehce, Jchn Doe, Richard Doe and 
others on four different charges of violai- 
ing the gambling laws. 

The aftidavit by Henley against Sam- 
uel B. Lawrence, in charge of the West- 
chester Racing Association, and others, 
alleges that they participated in a scheme 
by which the owners of the horses, three- 
year-old fceals of 1892, get a chance in the 
distribution of a stake which is made up 
of $100 subscribed -by each owner if his 
horse was entered on or before August 
15, 1895, and subscriptions of $150 from eacu 
owner who did not enter his horses until 
Cctober, 1895; the contributions to be form- 
ed into one pool and the Westchester Kac- 
ing Association would add a sum sufficient 
to mako the grcss sum of said pool or 
stake amount to $3,500 and that said pool 
or stake would be distributed or paid to 
the owner of the horses which should 
win the said race, after deducting $500, 
which should go to the owner of the sec- 
ond horse, end $200 which should go to 
the owner of the third horse; that the 
diiferent persors should have no knowl- 
edge of the entries until the day they clos- 
ed and that the weights to be carried by 
the horses, which was a scheme to equalize 
their chances of winning, were not to be 
known to the owners of the horses until 
three days prior to the runnirg of said 
races; and that every owner will abide by 
and be governed by certain rules known 
as the rules of racing. The complaint fur- 
ther alleged that Samuel Bb. Lawrence, act- 
ing as the Westchester Racing Association, 
received $100 frim one J. W. Rogers as 
the entry fee for a horse called Lucania, 
running in the Withers stakes, and he vio- 
lated sections 344 and 352 of the penal code 
relating to gambling. 

The complaint against the cther men— 
Richard Doe, John Doe, etc.—was that 
they aided and abetted Lawrence in the 
violation of the law. 

The warrants that were then issued by 
Magistrate Crane were given to Acting 
Inspector McCullagh to execute and with 
that intent he went to the track accom- 
panied by the detectives. That he did not 
arrest Lawrenc2 is due to the fact that the 
latter could not be found there. Shortly 
before 5 o’clock Magistrate Crane was 
notified that arrests had been mude and 
that the prisoners were in custody. About 
an hour afterward the following were ar- 
raigied in court: Judges, Robert W. 5Sim- 
mons, of New Orleans, and Ciarence Mc- 
Dowell, of this city; Clerk of the Course 
(alleged by the complainant, Henley, who 
said he was pointed out to him as such) 
Christopher J. Fitzgerald, cf Brooklyn;

| Manufacturers’ Association ever held be- 


yond the limits of the Bay State was called 
to order in the auditorium building, on the 
exposition grounds; yesterday morning. 

Several months ago, in order to accom- 
plish ithis result, a special act was passed 
by the legislature of Massachusetts author- 

‘izing a departure from this ironclad custom 
and giving to the members of the associa- 
‘tion the freedom of the continent. 

The act of the legislature, by virtue of 
fwhich the association meets in Atlanta this 
year, is couched in the following language: 

“Section 1. The New # England Cotton 
Manufacturers’ Association is hereby au- 
thorized to hold its meetings in any state 
or territory of the United States and in 
the District of Columbia, provided, however, 
that its annual meetings shall be held in 
this commonwealth at least once in five 
years.” 

No longer rooted to the soil of Massa- 
chusetts the association has become a mi- 
gratory body. In the wisdom of its mem- 
bers, or a large majority of them, Atlanta 
was selected as the place of meeting this 
year and with a bold, gigantic sweep the 
association quits its ancient moorings in 
the shadow of the White mountains and 
plants its industrial banners among the 
foothills of Georgia. 

The coming of this association to Atlanta, 
representing over $50,000,000 of invested 
capital, blazes the way for New England 
immigration and prophesies a hundred cot- 
ton mills on the banks of the Chattahoo- 
chee, the Savannah and the Etowah. 

? A Notable Gathering. 

When the convention met in the auditori- 
fum yesterday morning a striking picture 
Pras presented. 

Nearly 300 delegates, representing the 
States of Rhode Island, Massachusetts, 
Maine, Connecticut, New Hampshire and 
iVermont, together with scattered delegates 
from various other states, completely filled 
the inner circle of the spacious auditorium. 

The assemblage presented a business-like 
a@ppearance. Every delegate seemed to wear 
his credentials in his face and needed no 
further evidence to contirm his right of 
membership. Representing the practical 
thought of New England, as applied to 
the manufacture of cotton in that section, 
@ more important body of men has never 
gathered within the chartered limits of this 
city. 

Though Atlanta’s gates have frequently

As’ s0on as the members had all taken 
their seats President Goodale arose from 
his chair and said: 

“I declare the fifty-ninth regular meeting 
of the New England Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation now in session. I take pleasure in 
presenting to you Mayor Porter King, who 
will greet you on behalf of the city of At- 
lanta.”’ (Applause.) 

As Mayor King advanced to the front he 
was greeted with loud applause by the con- 
vention, 

Mayor King’s Welcome. 

“TIT come,’ said Mayor King, ‘‘as the offi- 
cial representative of the city of Atlanta 
to bid you a cordial welcome to this south- 
ern city. (Applause.) We appreciate the 
honor you have paid us in holding within 
our limits the first meeting of your asso- 
ciation held beyond the limits of the state 
of Massachusetts. (Applause.) I have no- 
ticed on your badges the fraternal symbol 
of the north and south, clasping each oth- 
er’s hands in the grasp of friendship. I 
felt, as I looked upon those emblems that

a new era of brotherhood had dawned upon 
this nation. (Applause.) A few days ago I 
witnessed on this platform a scene which 
I shall never forget. The governor of 
Connecticut and the governor of Georgia 
stood before a vast audience in which the 
citizenship of New England and the south 
were represented, and pledged to each oth- 
er, as they stood with hands united, the 
eternal friendship of Georgia and Connecti- 
cut—of New England and the south, (Loud 
applause.) 

The South’s Progress Told. 

In eloquent words Mayor King portrayed 
the progress of the south and especially the 
growth of the Gate City since the war. He 
declared that cotton was king no longer, 
but a servant; not a tyrant but a subject. 
The development of the south since the 
war, he declared, had been a miracle. Its 
future prosperity in a great measure de- 
pended upon the manufacture of cotton, 
and no section of the country was better 
adapted to its manufacture than the sec- 
tion which produced it. 

“The cotton mills,” said he, “belong 
among the cotton fields. During the last 
year two of our mills have doubled their 
capacity and the Whittier mills, trans- 


pianted from New England, are going up 
on the banks of the Chattahoocnee. We 


do not wish to rob New England, but we 
believe that a new era of prosperity lies in 
the increase of our cotton mills.” 

Mayor King briefly referred to Atlanta’s 


educational advantages and declared that | 


every child, white and colored, enjoyed the 
privilege of the public schools. He closed 
his eloquent. speech by giving the members 
of the association a hearty welcome to 
Atlanta and to Georgia. As he resumed his 
seat Mayor King was greeted with pro- 
longed applause. 
Greeted by President Collier. 

President Collier was next introduced to 
the association, 

On behalf of the exposition company he 
gave the members a cordial welcome to the 
grounds and to the use of the auditorium. 
Said he: 


“It may appear somewhat ungracious to 
preface my remarks with an apology. The 
excitement incident to the visit of Presi- 


dent Cleveland and his cabinet has inter- | 


ferred in a m2asure with the greeting we 
extend to you this morning. We are still 
in-the ring thcugh somewhat disfigured. 
(Appiause.) The temperature of this room 
is not by any means indicative of the wel- 
come that glows for you in our hearts. 
No assoriation has entered our gates whose 
vresence gives us greater pleasure than 
yours and we are happy to greet you witk- 
in the gates of the exposition. A little 
over a year ago this exposition was first 
planned and its gradual evolution has been 
the result of arduous labor.

Cotton in the South. 

Referring to the manufacture of cotton 
and the first exposition held in 1881, Mr. 
Collier said: | 
“The wonderful advance of the south 
in the last dec:.de has nothing more mar- 
velous to show than the development of 
cotton manufactures. 

“Atlanta had the honor of giving to this 
movement an impetus, the force and value 
of which are beyond all calculation. Our 
cotton exposition of 1881 stifred the whole 
south to a livelier appreciation of its pos- 
sibilities and attracted to it the interested 
view of: the civilized world. 

“As a direct and indirect result of that 
exposition we had the investment of mill- 
ions of dollars in this section, the settle- 
ment of thousands of thrifty citizens and 
the enlargement of our every industry. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson, in a recent article, 
demonstrated the fact that the inuflence of 
the cotton exposition of 1881 was felt 
thronghout the civilized world. Yt was a 
mark at the opening of a new era in one of 
the richest regions on earth.

MAYOR GOODALE’S RESPONSE.

He Tells Why the Association Came to 
Atlanta. 


After waiting a few seconds for the ap- 
plause which greeted Mr. 
dress to subside, President Goodale arose 
from his chair and, in a clear, strong 
voice, proceeded to express his official ac- 
knowledgment of the courtesies shown the 
association. 

Said he: 

“The greeting and welcome that the as- 
sociation has received this morning, com- 
ing as jt does from the mayor of this city 
and the president of the exposition, is 
most welcome. It comes to us after a 
long journey of 1,200 miles. Our reasons 
for making this trip were several. One 
was to see the south and the products 
that are distinctly its own. Another was 
to see the magnificent exposition now in 
progress and to see the city capable of 
conceiving .and perfecting such and un- 
dertaking. But the most important was 
that we of the northern states more par- 
ticularly might come in contact with the 
manufacturers of the south. (Applause.) 
It seemed to the board of government in 
considering the question that the ground 
on which we stood was ground in com- 
mon; that a large number of questions 
could be presented at our meeting if held 
here that would be of great interest to you 
and to ourselves—questions that you and 
we are studying in order that we may 
be the better fitted for our work. We 
have brought papers written by men of 
the south and men of the north on topics 
that are of vital interest to us all as man- 
ufacturers. They will be presented at 
this meeting and the board of government 
is desirous not only that the discussions 
on these papers take a wide range, 
that the southern members of the associa- 
tion and the invited guests of the associa- 
tion from all parts of the south participate 
in and make interesting these discussions, 
Our membership is by no means confined 
to New England. We have already eight- 
een members in the south, and we shall 
not be satisfied until this number is large- 
ly increased. 

“Perhaps the keynote of the meeting 
will be the present methods of ginning 
and baling cotton and the improvements 
that are necessary, vitally necessary, to 
overcome the grievous faults therein. I 
especially commend to you the paper by 
Mr. Edward Atkinson, a long time member 
of the association. We shall have 
a description of the Northrop loom, which 
is the most important invention since the 
Rabbeth spindle. Mill building in the south 
will be extensively treated, and the growth 
and advantages of cotton manufacturing 
in the south will be considered by one 
who has done much to put the south in its 
true light and to point the way to still 
further advance. Our list of topics was 


-never more carefully considered and they 


are presented by men eminent in their 
respective vocations. 


Cotton Mills in the South. 


“Coming, as we do, to Atlanta for our 
meeting, breaking away as we have from 
all the traditions of our association, we 
feel that we can ask you to come to our 
meetings and to help us make the occa- 
sion memorable. We should not be 
here, this exposition would not be in 
progress, were it not for the remarkable 
development of cotton manufacturing in 
the south. In 1807 the first cotton mill 
was started In Maryland; in 1808, in South 
Carolina, and yet the progress that has 
arrested the attention of the world, most 
certainly that of the north, is practically 
the result of the last fifteen years; for 
while in 1880 there were 561,360 spindles and 
12,000 looms in the south, in 1894-95 there 
are 2,379,281 spindles and 55,000 looms, and 
the consumption has increased from §87,- 
000,000 to 400,000,000 pounds.. (Applause.) 

‘Your advantages are numerous; your 
raw material and coal in abundance—at 
your doors: vast fields of iron ore and all 
facilities for making pig iron, and the 
great advantages of nearness to the con- 
suming classes. Your labor is abundant, 
and as yet you do not have the walking 
delegate. Yet we of New England will 
still stay in business. There is room 
both for you and for us, and in closer as- 
sociation of the two sections much good 
may come to both of us. In the hope of 
it we are here today, and the cordial wel- 
come received by us on the way and in 
this hall makes us sure that we have 
done the wise and profitable thing. For 
the association, I thank you.” (Loud ap- 


plause.) 
The Northrop Loom. 


The address of President Goodale com- 
pleted the formation of the morning session 


and the association proceeded directly to 


business. af 

Perhaps the most instructive paper of the 
session was read by Mr. George Otis 
Draper, of Hopedale, Mass., on “The Pres- 
ent Development of the Northrop Loom.” 

Since the invention of the cotton gin by 
Eli Whitney no invention, it is claimed, has 
aided the manufacture of cotton goods more 
appreciably than the Northrop loom. 

In his address to the associafion~Presi- 
dent Goodale called attention to this fact 
and urged the members to pay close at- 
tention to Mr. Draper’s address. The 
Northrop loom, according to Mr. Draper, 
saves thousands of dollars to the manu- 
facturer and does almost twice the work 
of the old looms at a little more than half 
the expense. 

This subject is one of vital interest to 
all who are concerned in any way with the 
manufacture of cotton and for this reason 
copious extracts from the paper are given. 


Mr. Draper’s Addréss. 


The following is the outline of one of 
the most notable addresses of the session, 
delivered by Mr. George Otis Draper, of 
Hopedale, Mass,: 

‘Ever since the invention of the power 
loom the minds of weaving experts have 
tried to remedy its greatest defect and 
replenish the filling automatically.

“The definite start dates back to the 
end of 1888. As the first accepted or- 
der of locms was started running in March, 
1895, it is “plain how long the struggle 
lasted. The intervening period represents 
the continuous labor of inventors, super- 
workmen, patent 
attorneys and legal counsel. It is safe to 
assert that these experiments have re- 
quired an average force of twenty men, 
working unremittingly for over six years. 

“The culmination of all this experiment- 
ing represents the inventive’ skill of many 
minds. About sixty patents have been 
taken out or applied for, although 600, at

Draper, J. W. Keely and E. 8S. Stimpson. 
The warp stcp motion is credited to Gen- 
eral Draper and C. F. Roper. The feeler 
to G. O. Draper and Mr. Northrop. 

“The actual labor on the Northrop loom 
is figured out as follows: > 

“Taking a weaver on sixteen Northroyr 
looms, allow double time, or one hour for 
miscellaneous duties. This leaves nine 
hours or 50 minutes. Sixteen looms v¥ill 
have $20 warp breaks. At thirty seconds 
each, the total will take 9,600 seconds 
or 160 minutes, 540—160 leaves 380 min- 
utes to fill hoppers. At five minutes to 
each cop or bobbin sixteen looms will 
require 1,920 cops or bobbins. Each hop- 
per contains. fourteen bobbins, and a hop- 
per can be easily filled in a minute and 
a half. 1,920 bobbins divided by 14 equals 
137 mii St coh At one and one-half minutes 
to a hopper this requires 205% minutes. 
880 minutes minus 205% minutes leaves 
1744 minutes unoccupied, or nearly three 
hours extra time, showing that sixteen 
Northrop looms require much less time 
for attendance than eight common. 
These figures have been demonstrated cor- 
rect in practice, as there are several weav- 
ers in the Queen City mill at present 
running twenty looms in regular oper- 
ation. 

“These looms at the price sold should 
return to the manufacturer a pro‘it of 
from 2 to 50 per cent on the capital in- 
vested, according to conditions. Where 
looms not yet worn out have to be aban- 
doned, the saving is naturally nearer the 
lower figure. Where new looms are neces- 
sary in any event, the extra cost of these 
devices is alone to be considered. After 
many years the price of cloth may weaken 
on account of the lowered price of manu- 
facture, but such a course is not probable 
until these looms are universally intro- 
duced, That will require years inevitably. 
Those who come first will reap the gréat- 
est benefit. 

“Tio show the possibilities of the Nor- 
throp loom, assume for a basis that a 
good weaver will average to earn on va- 
rious kinds of weaving $450 per year. This 
is high or low, according to locality. On 
various agri the labor necded is so pru- 
portioned that weavers are given from 
two to eight looms each. With Northrop 
looms weavers can tend twice as many 
and more. The following schedule then 
shows the saving per loom in wages undcr 
the different conditions: 

“Weaver on two common looms earning 
$450 per year can run four Northrop looms, 
saving to the mil] $112.50 for each loom 
per year. . 

“Same basis where four common looms 
were run shows $56.25 per loom.

Nothing seriove has, 
however, developed and the slight defects 
have been easily corrected.” 

Mr. Draper is comparatively a young 
man. He has an intellectual face and a 
strong physique, and bids fair, if his ad- 
dress may be taken as an indication of his 
talents, to become one of the leading men 
of New England. At the close of his ad- 
dress Mr. Draper remained on the plat- 
form for several minutes and answered

put to him. 
Mr. Eben Draper Talks. 

As soon as he resumed his seat in the au- 
dience Mr. Eben 8S. Draper was called upon 
to make a few remarks, supplemental to 
those of his partner. Mr. Draper stated 
frankly that his patent was a new one, 
but declared that, as far as experience had 
tested the efficiency of the Northrop loom, 
it had successfully met all requirements. 
Improvements would no doubt suggest 
themselves in the future, but nothing in- 
vented during the past fifty years could 
eclipse the Northrop loom in speedy, eco- 
nomic and successful operation. Question 
after question was put to Mr. Draper by 
the delegates, all of which were clearly 
answered. 

Mr. W. J. Kent, the first vice president 
of the association, and one of the directors 
of the Queen City mill, added a word of 
testimony to the successful operation of the 
loom and gave it as his opinion that the 
Northrop loom was destined to supersede 
all others in the cotton industry.

Mr. Atkinson, in his address, takes the

| cent 6f its initial strength. 


Said -he: 
“I sMould have to search the dictionary 


for words of a sufficiently comprehensive |) 


kind to give a true impression of the mal- 
treatment of the cotton fiber before we get 
it into our millyards. In fact, the biggest 
part of our bad practices are made neces- 
sary in order to overcome the evil work of 
our southern friends in the fleld, the gin- 
house and tMe compress. 
More Brain Fiber Is Needed. 

“In the production of cotton fiber it 
is not sufficient to nourish the soil only, 
you must nourish the fiber of the brain. 
How fully are you sustaining your schools, 
black as well as white, to the development 
of common intelligence which must. be 
commensurate with the common oppor- 
tunity now so widely open to all? In the 
common school will be found the true 
development of the cotton fiber—in the 
mental fiber is the basis of all the mater- 
ial fibers and fabrics on which we exist. 
In mental capacity and force lies the se- 
eret of high and adequate wages coup- 
led with the low cost of production. 

In this connection Mr. Atkinson drew 
a comparison between Georgia and Mas- 
sachusetts, showing that the Bay state 
was a commonwealth of schools and that 
Georgia should increase her educational 
facilities in order to make the most of 
her natural advantages. 

Injured by the Cur Dog. 

Mr. Atkinson next paid his respects to 
the cur dog. Said he: i 

“There is one other wastetu - 
inne to true progress in the production 
of cotton and that is the cur dog of your 
rural districts. When science directed by 
intelligence is applied to cotton cultiva- 
tion, the cotton crop will be raised in 
rotation with wool. The true laboratory 
of the cotton plant may be upon a some- 
what sandy upland where sheep will 
thrive free of foot rot, cotton being a 
sun plant not requiring the excess of hu- 
midity of the bottom lands. A true soil 
laboratory would consist of a field of 400 
acres ona warm southerly slope backed 
by a range of hills where the moisture 
oi the gulf stream would be precipita- 
ted in frequent showers. I imagine that 
the neighborhood of Rome, Ga., is such a 
place, although I have never been there. 
I judge it by the quality of its cotton. 

“Ror abot $1,200 such a field could be 
surrounded with a five row barbed wire 
dog-proof fence and be also divided into 
four parcels of 100 acres each, with a 
movable fence for a division of one sec- 
tion year by year into two percels of 50 
acres each, 

Rotation of Crops.

It was the occasion of the formal opening 
of the Savanrah section.

Hereafter we will move together in 
unison. We understand each other. We will 
be together.” 

This was the sentiment of the occasion, 
and Atlanta and Savannah met with 
clasped hands. 

, Many Valued Relics. 

The Savannan exhibit is situated in the 
north gallery of the transportation hall. 
Here has been collected one of the most 
interesting exhibits, and by for the most 
interesting city exhibit of the fair. The 
art collection cannot be excelled. This is 
made in the main by the Telfair academy. 
Some of the works are of untold value. In 
a historical sense there will be nothing 
at the exposition more absorbingly inter- 
esting to Georgians, and to people of all 
sections for that matter, than this ex- 
hibit. i 

Here are old cannons that belched forth 
for liberty when Georgia with her sister 
colonies threw off the yoke of Great Brit- 
ain. The Savannahians hold them dearer 
than riches. They cling to them with tne 
fondest love, for they tell a story of death 
and disaster, of the struggle and the strife 
of those days when an independent nation 
was born. During the days of the civil 
war these old relics were buried. Sherman 
knew of their existence, but in spite of his 
assiduous endeavors failed to find them. 
‘They are the sacred memorials of the 
time that have gone, when Savannah was 
the southern stronghold. Here is the silver 
mounted saddle upon which General Scott 
rode victorious into the City of Mexico. 
The sword given to Genera] Josiah ‘Tat- 
nall, the hero of Vera Cruz, is also here. 

In fact, there are more historical relics 
here collected than on any portion of the 
exposition grounds. They tell the story of 
the part Savannah has played in the his- 
tory of the United States more forcibly 
than in any other way. There are great 
crowds all the while about the place. 

The Commercial Side. 

In addition to the historical side the com- 
mercial, agricultural and industrial ex- 
hibits are to be noted. The cotton business 
is shown up in an attractive display. Thé 
grain, the rosin and all other pruoduc- 
tions are shown. Savannah’s commerce is 
shown up in many ways. In fact, the whole 
exhibit is one of the most creditable made 
at the fair. 

Savannah was represented yesterday by 
Acting Mayor Screven, Alderman Willinck, 
Clerk of City Council A. N. Manucy, 
Senator Osburn, Mr. Joe Kehoe, Mr. P. H.

John Bull’s Ultimatums. 

We are hearing altogether too much 
these days about John Bull's ultima- 
tums. 

A few weeks ago this ultimatum busi- 
ness resulted in the seizure of Corinto. 
Then China had a dose, and about the 
Same time an Arabian town on the 
Persian guif was bombarded, probably 
because it did not know what an ulti- 
matum was. Just at present a British 
ultimatum is worrying the Venezuelans 
and they are in danger of haviug one 
of their ports seized like Corinto. 

The Paris Figaro is right when it says 
that this ultimatum habit is a menace 
to general peace. If the British are 
not checked they will bulldoze the 


Spanish-American republics and get all; 


of them under their control. 

By this time the government of the 
United States ought to understand 
what John Bull is aiming at. He is a 
long-headed old fellow, and he knows 
that in the near future South America 
will be one of the garden spots of the 
world—a productive region with hun- 
dreds of milions of people whose trade 
will be worth having. He is taking 
advantage of our apathy and indiffer- 
ence to fortify his posts in this hemi- 
sphere, and almost before we Know it

It is time for the government at 
Washington to wake up. John Bull 
should be put upon notice that he can- 
not do any mischief with his ultima- 
tums to our next door neighbors.

It is the part of wisdom and prudence 
to suppose that European spinners in- 
stead of buying American cotton at the 
artificially high prices to which it was 
run by eastern speculators should have 
turned to the comfortable surplus held 
at lower figures, 

Mr. Ellison estimates that the cotton 
year began with a surplus of 600,000 
bales of Indlan and Egyptian cotton, 
and a stock of 2,977,000 bales of the 
American staple. The Financial Chron- 
icle, which is pretty good authority, 
Says that the new crop will not fall be- 
low 7,000,000 bales. This being so, 
there are 10,000,000 bales of American 
cotton in sight. 

According to Mr. Ellison the actual 
consumption of American cotton, ex- 
cluding the product of other countries, 
is 8,250,000 bales. According to these 
figures there will be a large supply to 
be carried over from the present sea- 
son, even if European consumption is 
as large as last year—though the figures 
show that there was a decrease last 
Season, 

We would not pluck hope out of any 
man’s breast, but under the circum- 
stances it is best that the views of ex- 
perts should be emphasized, and Mr. 
Ellison is an expert. His tigures, made 
out before the recent rise, show that it 
was altogether artificial We should 
care nothing for that, however, if spec- 
ulation could give our farmers better 
prices; but the actual effect of it is, as 
in the present instance, to unsettle the 
markets and practically to close them 
against the American staple. 
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The Nicaragua Canal. 

The Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record 
recently sent out letters to all the 
senators and congressmen in regard to 
the Nicaragua canal. Of the 118 replies 
received ninety-six favor the building of 
the eanal by government aid or goy- 
ernment ownership, two are opposed 
aud twenty are non-committal. ‘Lhe 
Record says: 

Senator Morrill, of Vermont, says: ‘So 
important to the national interests of the 
United States is the Nicaragua canal that 
our government, as I think, could afford to 
build it were it certain to yield no revenue.” 

Senator Palmer, of Illinois: “I am in fa- 
vor of the construction of the canal by 
the United States as an improvement on 
its coast line.”’ 

Senator Frye, of Maine: “I shall favor 
the building of the canal by government 
aid, and have advocated its construction by 
the government for the last twenty years.” 

Senator Morgan, of Alabama: ‘The 
building of the canal is forced by a neces- 
sity that the whole world admits.” 

Senator Sherman, of Onio: ‘‘] have alwavs 
been in favor of the construction of the 
canal. I think it ought to be constructed 
under government control at as early a pe- 
riod as our financial condition will allow.”’ 

The canal is of vital importance to 
the whole country, and especiaiiy to 
the south. When we secure a quick and 
cheap water route from our Atlantic 
and gulf ports to the countries borde-:- 
ing on the Pacifie it will be an easy 
matter for us to reach out and capture 
the trade of those markets. It is to 
be hoped that every-southern congress: 
man will do his best to push the enter- 
prise forward. 
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Presidents and the Age Line. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat in an 
editorial on presidents and their aes 
calls attention to the fact that our 
earlier presidents were older men than 
those of recent times. 

Washington was fifty-seven when in- 
augurated, John Adams sixty-two, Jef- 
ferson and Madison fifty-eight, Mource 
fifty-nine, John Quincey Adams fifty- 
eight, Jackson sixty-two, Van Buren 
fifty-five, W. H. Harrison sixty-eight, 
Polk fifty, Taylor sixty-five, Pierce 
forty-nine and Buchanan sixty-six. Of 
two vice presidents who filled tle presi- 
dential office made vacant by death 
Tyler was fifty-one and Fillmore fifty. 

Before the war harldy any activ? pub 
lie man was thought too old for the 
presidency, but in recent years younger 
men have been preferred. Lincoln was 
fifty-two when he was inatvzurated, 
Grant forty-seven, JIfayes fifty-four, 
Garfield forty-nine, Cleveland forty- 
eight and Benjamin Harrtsoa fifty-five. 

Andrew Johnson was promoted at 
fifty-seven and Arthur at fifty one. 

The Globe-Democrat then discusses 
the republican presidential car.didates 
as follows: 

Of the men prominently mentioned in con- 
nection with the republican candidacy Mor- 
ton is the oldest, being already seventy- 
one years of age, or three years older than 
the oldest president was on going into 
power. Allison, who is sixty-six, comes 
next. Harrison, whg is nextton the roll, is 
sixty-two. Then comes Reed, fifty-six, and 
the youngest is McKinley, fifty-one. Mor- 
ton is the only man whose age will be con- 
sidered a barrier to his chances. But age 
will have taken both Allison and Harrison 
off the track for the race five years hence. 
Harrison, the younger of the two, will be 
Sixty-seven in the presidential year 1900, 
and will be sixty-eight, the same age as 
the first Harrison was on taking office, 
when the president chosen in 1900 is in- 
augurated. Age will not rule Reed out of 
the race until after he has three chances 
of getting the presidency, while McKinley 
will be able to remain four years longer on 
the track. Perhaps one or both may win 
the prize once or twice in this time.

A Bale of Cotton. 

The proceedings of the New England 
cotton manufacturers yesterday showed 
that the members are very much inter- 
ested in the packing, baling and pre- 
paring of eotten for market. This is, 
indeed, a very interesting -juestion, but 
if the matter is examined into it will 
be found that the producers are not 
wholly responsible for the coaditiun in 
which cotton reaches market. 

To begin with the farmers are often 
deceived as to the quality of the bag- 
ging they buy. Sometimes it is of a 
very poor quality, and this fact is not 
discovered until it is too late to apply 
a remedy. We remember very well that 
when the farmers were moving in the 
early part of last year to substitute a 
superior sort of covering at a cheaper 
rate a protest came from the New Eng- 
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for it was a very silly piece of busi- 
ness. But it had its effect, and the 
jute trust was saved for the time being. 

This apart we do not think that there 
is a farmer in the south who is not as 
careful as he can be with the appliances 


at hand to prepare his cotton for market 
the best he knows how. Let us fol- 
low a bale to market, It has been 
packed and baled in the usual way, It 
is wrapped in the regulation amount of 
bagging and is fastened with the regu- 
lation number’ of iron ties. It is 
hauled to market in a wagon, For pur- 
poses of illustration let us say that the 


_market town is on a railroad but re- 


mote from a compress. 

Before the farmer can dispose of his 
cotton the local buyer or his agent 
comes forward to examine it. He ruus 
his sampling gimlet into one end, twists 
it around several times and drags out a 
pound or two of cotton. Then he sam- 
ples the other end in the same way. 
Not satisfied with this he takes his 
pocketknife, slits a hole in the bagging 
and takes out another pound or two of 
cotton. Even while he is standing 
there the slit in the bagging grows 
wider. In a few hours it will be a 
gaping hole, with the lint bulging out. 

The sampler makes a pretense of 
stuffing the samples back in the bale, 
but they always pull it out before the 
bale is weighed. 

These preliminaries over the bale is 
bought and the farmer goes home with 
money or credit in his pocket. He is 
no more responsible for the unmarketa- 
ble condition of that slit and rent bale 
than if he had never seen it. Before it 
is sent to its final destination it is re- 
Sold in a market where there is a com- 
press and it is practically rebaled and 
prepared for economical transporta- 
tion, 

Let us have a change of methods by 
all means, if the present methods are 
unsatisfactory. Seventy odd years ago 
cotton was packed with a crow par. 
Now it is ginned and packed by steam. 
Let the New England cotton men put 
their heads together and suggest the 
changes that ought to be made.

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GENERAL GEORGIA GOSSIP. 


The Savannah Press recently had an in- 
terview with Colonel A. T. McIntyre, of 
Thomasville, Colonel McIntyre said: 

“Will you permit one who has passed 
the age allotted to man, and one who 
knew well the Hon. Andrew J. Miller, of 
Augusta, Ga., who died in the year 1856, 
to address the ladies of Georgia through 
your columns? Mr. Miller, who repre- 
sented Richmond county in the state sen- 
ate twenty years, was a fine lawyer and 
knew full well that under the laws of 
Georgia then in force the property of the 
wife upon her marriage instanter became 
the property of the husband by opera- 
tion of law. This Mr. Miller thought very 
unjust to the wife. Karly in the forties 
Mr. Miller introduced a bill in the senate 
by which the property of the wife would 
be secured to her. The bill failed to be- 
come a law. This bill was introduced 
every year so long as Mr. Miuiller lived, 
and while it as first received but little 
Support from other senators it grew in 
favor and received annually more and 
more votes. Mr. Miller did not live to 
see his bill materialize into a law. But 
he sowed the seed which brought forth 
fruit thereafter. On December 13, 1866, 
Mr. Miller’s bill became a law. In i868 
the principle of the Miller bill was incor- 
porated into the constitution of that year. 
In 1877 the convention formulated the prin- 
ciple of Mr. Miller’s bill into the following 
declaration: ‘All the property of the wife 
at the time of her marriage, and all prop- 
erty given to, inherited, or acquired by 
her, shail remain her separate property 
and not be liable for the, debts of the 
husband,’ and made it a part of the consti- 
tution of 1877, and it is now part of the or- 
ganic law of the state. <Are not the ladies 
of Georgia indebted to Mr. Miller for this 
wise provision by which all their property 
is. secured to them? If this is true, and 
it must be true, cannot the ladies of Geor- 
gia move in the matter and secure a 
monument to Mr. Miller, by which his 
memory will be perpetuated? Let the

The colonel has a history. He 
Virginian who served through the sar si 
the confederate side. He was Gene a 
gruder’s chief of staff, and later gree aml 
ed the northwestern division of Magrude :

San Antonio. At the age of twenty-five e 
organized the “cotton bureau in — 
which supplied the confederates 7. "8 
trans-Mississippi department with € 
arms and other necessary equipments. 

After m&Aking the last surrender of the 
war, Colonel Dickenson engaged in busi- 
ness in Spanish-America, and in twenty 
vears accumulated a fortune large enough 
to enable him to retire and lead a life of 
ease. For some years past he has resided 
in New York city, where he is the com- 
mander of the Camp of Confederate Vet- 
erans and president of the southern demo- 
crats of the metropolis. 

The colonel devotes his time and a good 
portion of his means to public and charita- 
ble objects, calculated to benefit the old 
confederates and the south generally.

Naturally he is deeply interested in the 
proposed confederate memorigas hall, or bat- 
tle abbey, which Mr. Rouss offers to aid 
to the extent of $100,000, provided the con- 
federate veterans and the people of the 
south will raise another $100,000. 

Mr. Rouss is a Virginian. He was @ pri- 
vate in Company B, of the Twelfth Vir- 
ginia cavalry, Turner Ashby’s original 
company, which was made up of volunteers 
from around Winchester. 

He remained a private through the war, 
but his individuality was so striking that 
those who saw him never forgot him. Gen- 
eral Rosser told the United Confederate 
Veterans’ committee in Atlanta tne other 
day that he frequently saw itouss doing 
hard fighting at the front and he said that 
there was always certain to be a fight 
when his company, the black horse cavalry, 
got in front of the enemy. 

General Rosser never met Mr. Rouss un- 
til he saw him on the streets in New York, 
years after the war. He instantly remem- 
bered the face which ho had so often seen 
in battle and made himself known to the 
dashing cavalryman who had then become 
one of New York’s merchant princes. 

“A man has a strong individuality,” said 
Colonel Dickenson, “when he 
strangers so that they recognize him when 
they unexpectedly meet him after a dozen 
vears or so, and are able to remember the 
circumstances under which they first met 
him.” 


The name of Charles Broadway Rouss is 
an honored one in every confederate house- 
hold, and in the homes of the poor in every 
quarter of the land. 

The young Virginian landed in New York 
shortly after the war, without a dime and 
without a friend in the city. He went to 
work and built up‘a big business and made 
himself many times a millionaire. 

He tries hard to make money, apparently 
because he warms to put it where it is 
most needed. He has donated hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to various public and 
charitable objects in Virginia and else- 
where, and has helped hundreds of old con- 
federates and their families. He never ig- 
noreg an appeal for help. If it seems io 
come from a worthy person he always re- 
sponds, 

Such generosity would bankrupt many 
rich men, but it seems to increase his 
prosperity. 

Colonel Dickenson is enthusiastic over 
the latest scheme of Mr. Rouss. When the 
Confederate Veterans agree upon the loca- 
tion of the proposed memorial hall and 
raise $100,000, the New York millionaire 
will add his $100,000 to the fund. The hall 
or abbey will be a stately building, which 
will be to the south what Westminster 
abbey is to England. 

It will contain confederate archives, rec- 
ords, relics, literature, portraits and sta- 
tues, and it may be that some of our illus- 
trious confederates will be buried there. 

Such an edifice consecrated to such an 
obiect will be in itself a chapter of history, 
and it will attract visitors from ali over 
the world during the coming generation, 

The United Confederate Veterans’ com- 
mittee, which has been in session here to 
consider the matter, is composed of Colonel 
J. R. Melntosh, of Meridian, Miss.; Gener-

Richmond’s claims were presented by 
Colonel Cary, Atilanta’s by General Evans, 
Nashville’s by fifteen of her leading citi- 
zens, througn Colonel Smith, of Forrest's 
original command, and Washington's 
through Captain Hickey and Miss Pike, 
the daughter of General Albert Pike. All 
of the cities offered donations and various 
inducements, The question of location was 
not discussed in the committee. The 
claims of the different cities will be duly 
considered, and the committee will meet 
again in Richmond next May. 

An executive committee was appointed, 
as follows: Colonel McIntosh, of Missis- 
sippi; Captain Garrett, of Nashville, and 
General Chaleron, of New Orleans. The 
committee is empowered to perfect organi- 
zation for the work necessary to raise the 
required $100,000. Next May it will meet 
the committee of states at Hougton, Tex., 
when a committee of state divisions will 
succeed the present committee, and will 
decide upon the location of the memorial 
hall. The origianl nine confederate gen- 
erals selected to formulate a plan will be 
the advisory board of the committee. Rego- 
lutions were passed complimenting Atlan- 
ta, her citizens and- veterans, Mr. Rouss, 
Colonel R. C, Wood, for his patriotic ger- 
vices, and Colonel A. G. Dickenson, who 
attended the meetings as the confidential 
representative of Mr. Rouss., 


The committee was harmonious, and the 
champions of the different cities all show- 
ed a willingness to accept the final verdict 
and put in their best work for the me- 
morial. Steps will be taken to enable the 
women of the south to organize and help 
the enterprise, and it is expected that they 
will do their part nobly, 

It is the most unique and commendable 
scheme that has ever been suggested. on 
the confederate side, and it will appeal ito 
the heads and hearts of millions of our 
people. No one southerner has ever equal- 
ed Mr. Rouss in the magnificence and mu- 
nificence of his tribute to the lost cause 
and the south. The $100,000 asked for 
should be subscribed fm the course of a 
few months.

Mayor King Vetoes the 11 O'Clock 
Closing Ordinance, 


ASSIGNS HIS REASONS FOR IT 


Two-Thirds Vote of Council Now Nec- 


essary To Pass It. 


WAS PASSED BY A VOTE OF NINE TO SEVEN 


And Unless There Has Been a Change 
of Sentiment It Cannot 
Be Passed.

Uniess the mayor of Atlanta is turned 
down by the requisite two-thirds vote of 
the members of the general council the $a- 
loons of Atlanta will continue to close 
at 10 o clock. 

For the third since the exposition 
opened Mayor King has refused to concur 
with the views of the members of the 
general council on the extension of time 
for the sale of wines, whiskies and beers 
within the limits of the city. 

The mayor's last refusal was made yes- 
terday. when he sent to the clerk of the 
general council the ordinance granting one 
hour iess time in the morning and giving 
one hour more in the evening for the sale 
of spirituous and malt liquors with his 
veto shown on the back of it. Concise and 
pointed as Well as short and positive was 
the paragraph the mayor wrote upon the 
ordinance, a paragraph in which he flatiy 
refused to approve the ordinance changing 
the hours for the sale of intoxicating and 
exhilarating drinks in Atlanta during the 
remainder of the exposition. 
immediately after the general council 
adjourned Monday, when that body passed 
ai ordinance changing the opening hour 
of the saloons frem 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing to 6 o'clock, and giving il o'clock as the 
ciosing hour instead of 10 o'clock, Meyor 
King sent to Clerk Phillips for the paper. 
Piacing the paper in his inside pocket the 
mayor carried it home for a careful consid- 
eration. That evening he was out with 
Mrs. King at a dinner and was later one 
of the many dignitaries who called upon 
Governor O’Ferrall at the Kimball. 
Tuesday the mayor went over the paper 
but Was unable to complete it on aecount 
of his dinner to President Cleveland. 
Wednesday the mayor was again engaged 
in entertaining visitors and could not tind 
the time to wr‘te his estimate of the paper. 
Yesterday, however, he took the time, as 
the time allowed the paper had about ex- 
pired. Just how much thought or consid- 
eration Mayor King save the ordinance 
before yesterday is not Known, but when 
he drew the paper from his pocket he did 
not take long to indicate what he had 
concluded. Aimost as soon as he placed the 
ordinance upon his table he dipped his pen 
in the ink and upon the back of the paper 
wrote a vete. There was nothing between 
the lines in the veto, either, for it was, as 
has been stated, a direct and positive re- 
fusal to comply with the wishes of the 
majority of the general council, those who 
had voted for the paper. 

This is what the mayor wrote upon the 
paper: 

“Atianta, Ga., October 24, 1895—To the 
To able General Council: I return witn- 
out y approval the attached ordinance 
passed at the recent session of your body 
extending the heur for keeping open liquor 
and beer saloons from 10 to li o'clock at 
night, and changing the time of opening 
from 5 to 6 o'clock in the morning. I with- 
hold my approval for the following rea- 
sons: | 

“The agitation of the liquor question by 
the ordinances lately passed by council 
providing for an extension of hours at 
night—first in behalf of the dealers who 
paid a special amount to be used in em- 
ploying additional policemen, and next

granting such privilege to certain specified | 


dealers, has caused considerable feeling 
and diversion among our people, and I be- 
lieve it is wiser and better not to agitate 
the question any further. By adhering to 
the compromise agreement made several 
years ‘ago between the leaders of those 
favoring total prohibition on one side 
and those of the most liberal views con- 
cerning this.traffic on the other, which re- 
sulted in our present admirable regulations, 
I believe the welfare of the entire city will 
be best conserved? 

“Regretting that I cannot concur in the 
views of the majority of your body, but 
feeling that I should discharge my duty 
upon this important matter as I see it, 
I have the honor to be, very respectfully, 

“PORTER KING, Mayor.” 

In the paper Mayor King gives fully his 
reascns for refusing his signature to the 
paper. 

The yeto was in no way a surprise to 
those who have been waiching for the pa- 
per. The refusal of the mayor before to 
grant the cxtension of hours was recalled 
and it was the general opin- 
ion that Mayor King could not 
do otherwise than veto it and 
be consistent with himself in *the action 
he kas taken on all the papers he has 
vetoed touching the whisky question pre- 
ceding this one. 

In fact, there are many of the saloon 
men who are more pleased than displeased 
at the action of Mayor King. The cut 
off of the morning hour would have been 
a great loss to the saloon men, as it is 
during that time the saloons are swept 
and cleaned out. The sales during that 
hour are not heavy by any means, but 
about 6 o’clock the traffic begins to mani- 
fest itself and the crowd is then a little 
too large to allow the cleaning process 
& saloon undergoes every morning to take 
Place. Had the saloons been given the 
additional hour the saloon men of the 
city would have had to do without the 
morning cleaning or drive away that part 
of the trade which would have becn 
annoyed by the broom and the duster in 
the hands of the negroes about the place. 

“I am more pleased,” said one of the 
most prominent saloon men of the city 
yesterday, ‘‘with the action of Mayor King. 
To have changed the law as that ordi- 
Nance indicated would have hurt us more 
than it would nave helped us. I don't 
think that the extra hour in the evening 
Would have helped us, as the people are yet 
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Ammonia, Alum or any other adulterant, 
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at the theater. Now, if that ordinance had 
given us to midnight jt would have done 
us all gocd. But there was no good in it 
for us the way it read when it went 
through the general council.”

KNOCKED JANES DOWN. 


JAILER McCONNELL HAS AN EX- 
PERIENCE WITH PRISONERS. 


Five Men Revolt in Jail and McCon- 
nell Draws His Gun and 
Quiets Them. 
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Assistant. Jailer McConnell had a lively 
experience with several desperate prisoners 
yesterday. He found it nécessary to knock 
one of the men down and pull his pistol to 
protect himself from four other prisoners, 

Five prisoners, T. S. Janes, Will Ficken, 
Will Jones, John Feltner and Charlie Chis- 
holm, were in a cell together yesterday. 
The men were allowed to go out in the 
corridor while the cell was being cleaned. 
After the cell had been placed in condition 
the men were ordered to return to it. 

T. S. Janes, a voung man confined in the 
jail on a charge of larceny, made com- 
plaint about going back in the cell and 
refused to do so when ordered by Jailer 
McConnell. McConnell says that Janes 
started to attack him and that he found 
it necessary to knock the prisoner down. 
Janes was put in the cell by force by the 
jailer. 

The other prisoners named took the dis- 
pute up with the jailer and threatened to 
take part in the scrap. ° The jaiier quick- 
ly pulled his pistol and informed the men 
that he was not to be intimidated, even if 
he was a new man in the jail. At sight 
of the gun the desperate men quickly sub- 
sided and entered their cell without further 
resistance. 

Jailer McConnell succeeded Assistant 
Jailer Pollock, who was discharged Wednes- 
day on account of the escape of Will 
Myers. He was for several years marshal 
of East Point and has had a wide exper- 
ience in handling prisoners. He demon- 
strated to the prisoners yesterday that 
he was not afraid of them and would per- 
mit no refuSal to obey orders. 

Several of the negro prisoners became un- 
ruly yesterday and raised too much dis- 
turbance in the jail. When they refused 
to be quiet Jailer McConnell took the gang 
down in the dungeon and locked them in 
that uninviting cell all night. The gang 
will probably recognize the new order of 
things at the jail by this morning. 

Jailer Eubanks is directing fhe affairs at 
the jail now. He succeeded Jailer Mardis 
Wednesday. 


FELL FROM HIS HORSE. 


The Adjutant General of Virginia 
Painfully Hurt by a Fall. 

Late Wednesday evening while returning 
from the exposition Adjutant General 
Charles J. Anderson, of Virginia, who came 
here with Governor O'Ferrall, fell trom 
his horse in front of the Grand opera 
house on Peachtree street and received sev- 
eral painful hurts. 

Adjutant General Anderson had lingered 
at the exposition until late to witness the 
review of the Virginia Military cadets. 
He rode to the grounds on horseback and 
as he was passing the Aragon hotel on his 
return to the city two of the Virginia 
cadets hailed him, and as he turned to 
greet them his spirited horse, restless to 
get to the stable, bolted down the street, 
rearing as he went.

They have a number of species of fish 
that were not exhibited at Chicago besides 
having the cream of the display that you 
saw there.”’

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THE ATLANTA ART MUSEUM. 


The Building Not Yet Erected, but the 
Nucleus Is Here. 

No, there is no building yet, but the 
nucleus is formed. Ever since Horace 
Bradley came from the art editor’s chair 
at Harper & Bros., in New York, to take 
charge of the art department at the exposi- 
tion, he has seen the need of an art 
museum in this city. He has talked over 
the matter with various prominent citi- 
zens and they have been shamefully slow 
in responding. But Mr. Bradley went 
ahead and his first achievement was in 
getting a gift from J. Q. A. Ward, the 
sculptor, Mr. Ward has presented the 
two great figures entitled, respectively, 
“The Statesman,” and “The Warrior,’’ to 
the city of Atlanta to form the nucleus 
of a collection of sculpture. These two 
great figures, now in the fine arts building, 
are .rom the Garfield monument in Wash- 
ington and are fitting pieces to form the 
starting point in a great collection. They 
have been given by Mr. Ward an absolute 
gift for the good of the city. | 

Then Mr. Bradley made a mighty effort 
and succeeded in getting a small appropria- 
tion trom the exposition directors to pur- 
chase ‘“‘one or more works of art.’’ 
purchasing jury was appointed, consist- 
ing of H. R. Butler, the president of the 
American Fine Arts Society, and Frank 
Fowler, A. N. A., two of the foremost of 
American artists. They arrived yesterday 
morning and went to work to select the 
pictures for the new museum. Their work 
has not been completed and will not be for 
several days, but it can safely be said 
that what they do will be exceptionally well 
done. 

The need for something of this kind in 
the south is very apparent. The people 
of the south, appreciative, receptive as 
they are, stand in a state of painful sciol- 
ism with regard to art matters. There is 
not one good collection of pictures in the 
south, that is permanently in the south. 
‘Ine cultivation of the artistic sense is some- 
thing that plays as important a part in the 
development of a people as the cultiva- 
tion of their political abilities. The re- 
fining influence of good pictures on a 
community is too great to be measured 
by ordinary standards. The south stands 
to the United States as the embodiment 
of hospitality and of chivalry. It is the 
most open-hearted community within the 
boundaries of the nation. It has a clear 
knowledge of fellow men—a clearer knowl- 
edge than has any sé€ction, and its patriot- 
ism is undoubted. Then why should it 
neglect almost the only thing which it does 
not possess, namely, the cultivation of the 
artistic sense? 

I make a strong appeal to the people of 
Atlanta to support Mr. Bradley in this 
most laudable effort to give to the queen 
city of the south what she certainly needs 
and will be benefited by having. Once 
started such a museum will grow of itself 
through donations, fory lovers of art are 
very liberal as a rule. The gift of Mr. 
Ward is a most munificent one, amount- 
ing to many dollars in actual intrinsic val- 
ue. Take this up, you public. spirited men 
and women who have built this great ex- 
position, and let Atlanta take the lead in 
the one thing that the south lacks. 

The great $50,000 picture, ‘‘Breaking Home 
Ties,” has been hung in the west gallery. 
This picture is probably the most per- 
fect example of American genre in exist- 
ence, though its highly finished, perfect 
smoothness is not a good thing for tne 
student, as it gives him a false impression 
as to what constitutes good painting. 
Smoothness and minute finish do not make 
a good picture, in fact, that very thing 
sometimes makes a very bad picture, but 
Hovenden was a first rate painter and the 
picture will bear study.

Colonel Joe Lane Sterne has been one of 
the most prominent figures of the Virginia 
delegation during their stay here.

The Iron Trade. 


Cleveland, O., October 24.—The Iron Trade 
Review says today: ‘The decline in Besse- 
mer pig has been arrested and an advance 
of more than $1 a ton at Pittsburg has 
taken place within the week. Buying by 
two steei companies has brought out the 
last of the speculative iron and made the 
furnace men again a factor in the market. 
Sales at $15.25 in the valley are reported, 
equivalent to $16 in Pittsburg under the 
new 75c freight, and a few lots for delivery 
in the first quarter of 1896 have sold on a 
valley basis of $15.50. These transactions 
are significant as marking the restoration 
of a legitimate market and as enabling the 
trade to locate itself after several weeks of 
uncertainty. The belief that the price 
of steel products will be sustained for some 
time on a basis corresponding to the pres- 
ent price of Bessemer pig is supported by 
the latest developments in ore. High ocean 
freight rates are an effectual barrier to 
early enlargement of imports from the 
Mediterranean. High freights on the 
lakes make it certain that expected ship- 
ments of Bessemer ores from Lake Super- 
ior will be deferred to next season. While 
the extent of the shortage is a matter of 
estimate the fact is sufficient to account for 
the firm feeling on the part of producers 
of Bessemer pig. The past week has shown 
a slightly better feeling in finished mater- 
ial. In the east a better tone has prevail- 
ed:in manufactured iron and steel, with 
prices a shade firmer. There are evidences 
of cutting in the territory between Pitts- 
burg and Chicago and $1.70, Pittsburg, has 
been shaded. Steel billets have had little 
Sale in any market. Furnace men maintain 
prices. A slightly higher freight on south- 
ern iron north of the Ohio river goes into 
effect November Ist.

New York, October 24.—The cotton mar- 
ket today, although still rather nervous, 
has shown a firmer undertone. The trading 
has been on a considerably smaller scale 
as compared with that of the past week, 
outside interests having considerably 
abated. Advices from Liverpooi this morn- 
ing were better than had peen looked 
for, that market not responding fully to the 
weakness developed here yesterday. Final 
prices in that market were about 2-64d 
lower than vesterday, an improvement of 
about 1 point from the opening. Sales of 
spots were 10,000 bales. The market there, 
so our cables state, was favorably affected 
by a circular issued by Ellison & Co.,, 
which was bullish in tone. In this circular 
they estimated this season’s consumption 
at 10,500,000, and express the belief that 
present prices appear comparatively safe, 
and state that they have a favorable opin- 
ion of the market in the long run, even 
with a crop of 7,200,000 to 7,500,000 bales. 
Receipts atghe ports today are also smalier 
than for the past few days, the total ar- 
rivals being . estimated at 40,000 bales, 
against 34,445 last week. Receipts at Sa- 
vannah today are 7,404 bales, against 7,145 
lest week and 10,727 last year; Houston re- 
ceived 7,762, against 7,181 last week and 
14,569 last year. In view of the shock which 
the market has received by the recent de- 
cline it is likely to experience a period of 
comparative quiet, and will be to a great 
extent dependent upon the value of the 
movement for the immediate future. Dur- 
ing the afternoon the market has been 
active, and for the greater portion of the 
time weak under considerable pressure to 
sell. The net result of today’s trading 1s 
an improvement of from 1 to 2 points as 
compared with last evening’s. The tone of 
the market at the close was steady, but 
the sentiment of the trade is rather bear- 
ish, as it is believed that there is stil] 
plenty of cotton left despite the many 
assertions to the contrary.

Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, October 24.—(Special.)—The 
market today was again lively and erratic, 
showing decided strength in the forenoon, 
but yielding in the afternoon under the 
renewed pressure of liquidating sales tu 
the lowest prices so far touched since the 
decline began. Liverpool disappointed the 
bears in the response to our shimp of 
yesterday and the opening here was at a 
good advance. January selling on the call 
at 8.45. There was a spell of weakness in 
the early trading, but this soon passcd 
away and January made a further advance 
to 8.47. Many holders took advantage of 
the rise to sell out, and the liquidation 
went on until the last hour January had 
sold at 8.27. There was a feeble rally in 
the final trading and January closed at 
& 32 bid with the tone steady. The liquida- 
tion during the past week has certainly 
been cn an enormous scale, but nobody can 
tell even approximately how much cotton 
still remains to be unloaded by weak or 
tired holders. The impression prevailing 
here is that a good deal of long cotton 
is yet to be sold and that we shall see 
lower age before the slaughter is com- 
plete, but it may be that tne bears are 
counting too confidently on this contin- 
gency. It is reasonably certain that when 
the last of the weak bulls has thrown his 
cotton overboard there will be a lively 
scramble to get in at the bottom. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, October 24.—The publication 
by Mr. Ellison of his circular in Liverpool 
this morning estimating the consumption 
of American cotton this season at 8,300,000 
bales against a consumption of 5,700,000 
bales last year, and advising epinners to 
buy cotton on the basis of a crop between 
7,209,000 and 7,500,000 bales, brought about a 
better feeling in that market today. In 
the face of our weak closing the strength 
of the Liverpool market brought many 
buying orders from abroad, and the mar- 
ket advanced some 12 points at the open- 
ing. -The demand was supplied by the com- 
mission houses, bringing about a tempo- 
rary decline, but buying by the loca’ trad- 
ers advanced the merket to 8.47 for Jan- 
uary. This price could not be maintained 
under the pressure-to sell for southern ac- 
count and the market gradually eased. 
Until this pressure of liquidating ceases 
the market will be entirely controlled by 
these orders, and when the market as- 
sumes a natural tone opinions ‘will be val- 
uable. During the afternoon the liquida- 
tion continued on a large scale, some 20,000 
bales being sold by one prominent hou? 
on the basis of 8.30 for January. Althougn 
the trade is badly shaken up, there is a 
feeling that the market wili not deciine 
materially from these prices. 


The Sun’s Cotton Review. 


New York, October 24.—Cotton rose 13 
points on the near months, then reacted 
tor a time and ufterward rallied, closing 
1@2 points higher for the dwy and steady, 
with sales of 436,500 bales. New Orleans 
fell 4 points, rallied and advanced 10@12, 
lost this, declined 8@%, recovered the de- 
cline and advanced 10 points on March.

Chicago, October 24.—Wheat—The futile 
attempts on the part of professionals to 
depress prices of late, and the stubborn- 
ness of the market to respond to _ their 
selling, notwithstanding the very heavy 
receipts in the northwest, causea the bears 
today to withdraw their attacks and in- 
stead cover a portion of their lines. Com- 
mission houses were the early buyers, 
and as the market gained strength the 
above parties became good buyers, caus- 
ing an advance of about %c from yester- 
on final figures. News continues of a 
bullish character, and with ordinary trad- 
ing would undoubtedly have more of an 
influence. One of the chief features is 
the strength abroad with continental mar- 
ket, again closing higher, and Liver- 
pool showed an advance of %#@lic. An- 
other feature is a better export demand 
at the seaboard and a big foreign demand 
in the northwest, 600,000 bushels being re- 
ported as sold direct to Liverpool. All 
markets are very stiff. St. Louis says 
there is a big milling demand there, No. 2 
red selling there as high as 4c over Decem- 
ber.

That Is the Question Sheriff Barnes Is 
Trying To Answer. 


PROBAPLY HE IS STILL IN THE CITY 


Many Rumors Were Afloat Yesterday. 
The Grand Jury Will Investigate 
the Conduct of the Jailers.

Four days have passed since Will Myers 
through the door of the 
Fulton county jail and no tidings have 
been received as to his whereabouts. 
Though many telegrams have been receiv- 

at the sheriff's office from people who 
have seen a man filling the 
description, it is believed by 
he is still in the city. 

Sherifl Barnes spent an anxious ay 
yesterday in his office in the courthouse. 
ikvery telegram handed him during the day 
was opened and quickly read. 
Folding the littic yellow slip of paper and 
replacing it in the Mr. Barnes 
would sigh and turn again to his desk. 

Many telegrams found their way to the 
desk of the sheriff and nearly all contained 
the information-that a man filling the 
description of Myers had been seen and 
the amount of the award was asked. Among 
the principal telegrams received during the 
day was one from Mr. C. V. Truitt, of La- 
Grange. As the sheriff read hurriedly the 
lines of the message, he looked very hopeful 
and immediately penned a message in re- 
ply. The telegram from Mr. Truitt con- 
tained the information that a man’ had 
speat the right in an old gin house about 
three miles below LaGrange and had been 
seen by several who alleged that the lodger 
was none else than Will Myers. 

Mr. Truitt was wired to follow the man 
and make every effort to effect his capture. 
In reply Mr. Truitt wired. that a strong 
possethad becn sworn in and were hot on 
the trail. The posse is coamposed of de- 
termined men and if the person who spent 
the night in the old gin house by the side 
of the Atilarta and West Point railroad 
was Will Myers he will doubtless he cap- 
tured in a few hours. Sheriff Barnes 
waited in his office until late last night 
hoping that he would be informed that the 
posse had overtaken their man and that he 
was Myers. There are several reasons 
why considerable faith is placed in the 
news that came over the wires from La- 
Grange. It has reached the ears of the 
sheriff that Myers was seen as he was 
leaving town, and asked in which direc- 
tion he had better go. Voluntarily he 
stated that he was going out the West 
Point road. If this report is true it is very 
probable that the boy may be hiding in the 
swamps of Long Cane creek, below La- 
Grange. . 

Notwithstanding this information, many 
are of the opinion that Myers will be cap- 
tured right here in the city, if he is cap- 
tured at all. That he has not left the 
city is the theory advanced by those who 
have a personal acquaintance with Myers. 
It has been said that Myers has often said 
that he regretted that he fled from the 
time he left for Cincinnati. 
Since his confinement in jail he has fre- 
quently laughed at the manner in which he 
disclesed his whereabouts. 

“If ever I have an opportunity of és- 
caping,’’ he has said, ‘“l will be one of the 
hardest fellows to catch you have ever 
seen. I wont do like I did before, you can 
gamble on that.’’ 

He has had ample time since his first 
prrest to plan escape and make arrange- 
Ments, so that when the first opportunity 
presented itself he would have no trouble 
in making the dash and completely losing 
himself. This has been so far most suc- 
cessfully accomplished. He succeeded 
admirably in throwing the officers off his 
track after going only a few blocks. Run- 
ning up Fair, then down Capitol avenue, 
he turned east, but for only one block did 
he go in that direction. At the first cor- 
ner he turned and fied in an opposite direc- 
tion, thus fooling all who went. in search 
after him. It looked at the time that the 
boy had made for the woods out the Mc- 
Donough road, but such has been found 
later to have been a mistake. In fact he 
has been tracked back to Washington 
gztreet and the officers have intimated that 
they have followed him quite a distance 
further through the city. : 

Since the escape of the young criminal 
the public has been anxiously awaiting his 
capture. For the first few hours it was 
the general opinion that Myers would be 
captured. As the days have passed by 
and no tidings of him have been received, 
the sentiment has changed and now neéar- 
ly every one asked believes that he is 
safe for the time being, at least. The 
general idea is that the boy is either se- 
ecreted in the city, or has left the state. 
The city has been thoroughly searched and 
every place that the missing boy would 
have gone have been searched, but not 
a single trace or clew has been found. 
Sheriff Barnes is mystified. 

“As seon as I was informed that the 
escape had been made,” said he yester- 
day, “I immediately boarded the car out 
Pryor street and reached the end of the 
line before Myers could have possibly 
have gotten to the woods. In company 
with a competent man I searched every 
nortion of -the woods from the LEast 
Tennessee shops to Grant’s park. We 
tound many people in the woods picking 
up trash and gathering wood. All were 
questioned, but none had seen the boy. 
[ am certain if Myers had passed through 
the woods he would have been seen, for‘ 
the woods were filled with people at the 
time. My deputies were mounted and 
were also in the neigborhood in which 
we thought he had gone, but not a trace 
of him was found. The woods about West 
End were searched in the same way, 
but acain we were disappointed. I am at 
loss to know which way the boy went, 
if indeed, he has left the city at all. He 
may be in the heart of the city now, 
Buch things cannot be told. 

Grand Jury Will Investigate. 

The grand jury of Fulton county will 
take up the matter of the escape of 
Myers, and if there has been any crim- 
inal negligence on the part of the officials 
they will be indicted by this body. 

Yesterday morning Judge Lumpkin ask- 
€d that the jury be called into the court 
room. He did not say for what purpose, 
but instructed the bailiff to inform the 
members that their presence was desired. 
The bailiff immediately notified the jury 
and they filed into the court room. 

“I have a matter here that I wish to 
have considered by your honorable body,” 
said the judge, after the jury sat down. 

He then read the following charge, ¢me-

“Section 4403 reads as follows: 

“it any person shall aid or assist any 
prisoner to escape from the custody of any 
sheruf, coroner, constable, officer or other 
person, Who shall have the lawful charge 
of such prisoner, such person so offending 
Shall, on conviction, be punished by con- 
finement and labor in the penitentiary for 
any time not less than one year nor jonger 
than Nive years.” . 

“Section 4455 reads as follows: 

“if any sheriff, coroner, constable, keep- 
er of a jail, Keeper, officer or other person 
employed in the penitentiary, having any 
offender, guilty, or accused of, or confined 
for, any crime, in his custody, shall vol- 
untarily permit or suffer such offender to 
escape and go at large, every sucn sneriff, 
coroc.cr, Keeper of a Jail, Keeper, officers or 
other person employed in the penitentiary, 
constable or other officer, or person so of- 
on conviction, be punished 
by confinement and labor in the peniten- 
tiary for any time not less than two years 
nor longer than seven years, and shail, 
moreover, if a public officer, be dismissed 
from office.’ 

“After reciting a number of offenses 
against public justice, section 4509 provides 
that any other offense against public jus- 
tite, not herein provided for, shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 4310 of this 
code, which is a general section providing 


“I charge you, gentlemen, to give this 
matter a thorough aid sifting investigation. 
Diligently inquire whether there has been 
any violation of the criminal laws of this 
state in connection with this escape, and 
if there has been, locate the criminal or 
criminals, if possible, and bring him or 
them before the court for trial by indict- 
ment or presentment. -. Gentlemen, on you 
devolves the duty to investigate this mat- 
ter carefully, fully, thoroughly. Look into 
the question of how this prisoner escaped, 
and how it was rendered possible for him 
to do so. I believe the court and the public 
may rely on you to do your duty fearlessly 
and well, I would not, in any degree, 
prejudice you against any innocent man, 
nor do I know whether there be a guilty 
one or not, but I have felt it to be my duty 
to bring this matter to your attention and 
to urge upon you to probe it to the bottom 
and see if there be any guilty under the 
laws of this state, and if there be any such 
see to it that they be not allowed to es- 
cape.”’ 

What Mardis Says. 

Ex-Jailer Henry Mardis has a word to 
say in reference to his discharge by Sheriff 
Barnes. He believes that he has been unh- 
justly treated by the sheriff and says that 


the responsibility of Myers’s escape does | 


not rest on him. 

Mr. Mardis says that Sheriff Barnes knew 
that Myers’s father and mother were =-:- 
lowed to see Myers in the jail office regu- 
larly. The ex-jailer says that visitors were 
allowed to see Louis Hanvey by orders 
from the sheriff’s office. 

“I have repeatedly called the attention 
of Sheriff Barnes to the incompetency of 
Mr. Pollock as a jailer,’ said Mr, Mardis 
last night, ‘“‘but the sheriff did not respect 
my compiaints. Mr. Pollock is all right as 
a man, but as a jailer I did not think him 
the right man for the place and so in- 
formed Sheriff Barnes several times. The 
sheriff admitted that Pollock was incom- 
petent, but he declined to remove him from 
office. 

“Mrs. Kellam once brought a note ia 
me to the jail purporting to come from 
Mr. Moyers giving her permission to see 
Myers. I had refused to let her see Myers 
without an order from Mr. Moyers, Sheriff 
Barnes having said that she could not see 
Myers unless she had permission from Mr, 
Moyers. Mr. Moyers says he has never 
given Mrs, Kellam an order. Mrs. Kellam 
told me this morning that she got the or- 
der from Myers’s father, who requested 
her to visit his son in the jail.”

Representatives and Senators Are Getting 
Down To Work. 


MANY NEW BILLS PRESENTED 


Mr. Brown, of Pulaski, Introduces One 
To Transfer the Agricultural Col- 
lege from Athens to Griffin. 


Yesterday’s session of the legislature 
was brief. It was devoted principally to 
the introduction of new bills. Neither 
house was in session more than an hour, 

In the house today the bill of Mr. Mun- 
ford, of Taylor, providing that the county 
court of Taylor county be abolished. This 
is the bill which failed to get a majority 
vote on the last day of the last session. 
His motion on Wednesday to reconsider 
was referred to the committee on rules, 
which will report this morning that a 
motion. to reconsider is in order. 

Mr. Munford is a populist... He wants 
the county court abolished, while the dem- 
ocrats of the county oppose such action. 

For the bill Munford got seventy-seven 
votes last session, but eighty-cight having 
been necessary, it failed. An interesting 
contest over it is promised today. 

The most important bill introduced yes- 
terday was that of Mr. Brown, of Pulaski, 
to transfer the agricultural college from 
the State university to the agricultural ex- 
perimental station, at Griffin. 


In the House. 

Immediately after the meeting of the 
house yesterday, Speaker Fleming appoint- 
ed the following chairmen of committees 
to fill vacancies: | 

On privileges and elections, R, T. Fouche; 
manufacturers, E. P. Howell; printing, J. 
T. Boifeutlet. 

The new members were assigned to the 
following committees: 

Little, of Muscogee—Finance, military 
affairs, railroads and general judiciary.

Burnett, of Quitman—General agricul- 
ture, pensions, penitentiary and railroads. 

Mr, Jenkins, chairman of the committee 
who called upon the president yesterday, 
reported that the committee were heartily 
and warmly received and the president ex- 
pressed appreciation and regret that his 
early departure for Washington would 
prevent a personal visit to the legislature. 

Mr. Boynton, chairman of the committee 
who waited upon the governor and notified 
him that the legislature was in session, 
reported that the governor would send a 
communication in writing to the body dur- 
ing the week.

“T had a talk,” said he, “with the sec- 
retary of agriculture, Mr. Morton, yester- 
Mr. Morton agreed with me that 
the two should be together.” 

“Thirty years from now,”’ said Mr. Mor- 
ton, “‘the farmer without a scientific agri- 
cultural éducation will be as much of a 
curiosity in this country as would be the 
lawyer or doctor who attempted to prac- 
tice either of these professions without 
ever having read a book on the subject.’ 

“To have the two located together,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Brown, “‘‘would demonstrate to 
that farming can be made 
both pleasing and profitable in Georgia.”
